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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 




ACH age has its trials^ and each age feels 
thofe trials acutely^ and thinks that none 
was ever fo afflidled as itfelf. How this 
fad is to be reconciled with another, that 
We look down on our forefathers, and confider our- 
fclves their betters, is a queftion worthy of thought. 
Perhaps the true account of this ieeming inconfiftency 
is that we vary ; that, when we are grieved with 
prefent fcandals, we look back as a relief to the diftance 
•behind us, in which only the funlit peaks can be 
ieen, and, not the chafms in the fides of the mountains, 
nor the morafles at their bafe, which a nearer view 
would difclofe ; but, when we forget our affliftions we 
ar^ proud of the cleamefs and diftindnefs of the objeds 
around us, and confider them the wonders of the world 
-becauie they are near to us, and becaufe they are ours ; 
or perhaps it is this, that felf-efleem rules alike in 
both cafes, and we are aggrieved that we who are con- 
fidered fo much better than our fathers, yet meet with 
fappofed greater difficulties and worfe treatment than 
.they did. 
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Certainly, except during the Rebellion, there was 
never lefs worldly encouragement to men to enter Holy 
Orders, nor to be diligent in difcharging the duties con- 
(equent on them, fince the reign of Elizabeth than at 
prefent. The fecular prizes are daily diminifhing, and 
thoie who hold with thefe pages will fcarcely get one 
of them, unlefs the world in the Church and outfide it 
make fome fbtmge miilake, as Henry II. did when he 
appointed his Chancellor Primate. A man who would 
walk in the old paths muft make up his mind that, 
whitheribever they lead him, they will not lead him to 
honours and riches in this world, but will probably keep 
him at the foot of the mountain all the days of his life. 

But this b not all. The Clergy who cling to the 
old faith of Chriflendom meet with difcouragements in 
the difcharge of their duty enough to damp any man's 
zeal, to break any man's fpirit, to ezhauft any man's 
patience, and to deftroy any man's Bdth and hope — ^I 
fay man*s, for they who truft not in themfelves, but in 
the Head of the Church, read, write, preach, pray, 
minifter for Him, and in Him, and by Him, do itiU 
in fpite of all their grie& and difappointments endure; 
are not damped ; nor broken ; nor loie &ith ; nay even 
retain hope, a faint hope of better things below, t 
bright and glowing hope of a crown above. 

Theie are men tried, purified, confirmed, our pat- 
terns and guides. In thefe pages I venture not to fpeak 
to thefe from whom I would learn, but to thofe who 
with me fhould follow in their fleps. 

The queftion before me now is, can anything be 
{aid which may, by God's grace, help thofe to whom 
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<70D has given the heart to ierve Him in the minifby 
of His Church amid inch difcouragements^ anything 
which may help to concentre^ and fo iave their laboursy 
.10 confole them in time of trial, to fuftain them in an 
^en courfe of aiefulnefs until their charadler is formed^ 
imd they have become examples to others, and amongft 
others, myfelf ? 

That which (hikes me as our chief prefent deficiency 
is attempted to be ezpreiled in the following chapters. 
Jt is difficult to prefent the whole idea in a few words, 
nor am I about to work it out with any regard to 
logical divifion, and within precife limits. The chief 
thought before me is thatof completenefs, thoroughnefs, 
concentration of powers, care, the age quod agis of the 
lieathen, the eV tovtoi? laOi}' of the Apoflle. Too 
many of us read without unity of purpofe, and work in 
Jike manner, and endeavour to do both without unity 
of charadler. Surely we are the moil eccentric clergy 
die world ever faw. There is fcarcely any fubjedl or 
occupation which is not taken up by fome clergyman, 
who continues to hold his preferment, whilfl his thoughts 
and time are given to an extraneous occupation. One 
man writes for the Newfpapers as a politician, another 
ii wholly an entomologifl, another a geologifl, another a 
florifl and the like. One man takes up Mefmerifm 
and labours for it, another fpiritualifm, and the like. 
And which is worfe, there is fcarcely a religious prin- 
ciple, an article of the faith, on which fbme clergyman 
or other is not bringing out a new view, eccentric to fay 
dK Icaft; probably very dangerous, if not heretical.

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Much of this wildnefs may be fairly attributed to want . 
of profeflional education in the clergy, to their not having 
had their minds and energies direded in one channel at 
the outiet of their career. It is to be hoped that the 
Theological Colleges will help us in this refped ; but 
what are they among fo many ? 

Another feature of the evil is timidity and incon- 
ftancy. A heterodox charge from a Bifhop, a wrong 
deciiion in a court of law upfcts the whole fyftem of 
fome men. They call out to each other like men in a 
fog, from one end of the land to another, by public 
letters and private crying, what fhall we do ? They 
do not know their pofition, what would be fatal to it> 
and what is not. A clever pamphlet is faid to have 
iettled a controverfy with many individuals which pon- 
derous folios and three centuries had not been able to 
exhauft between the Churches of which they are 
members. Any principles or habits therefore which 
would tend to give greater folidity and (leadinefs to the 
charader would be fo far a fecurity to fuch perfons and 
to the Church which employs them, and to this pur>- 
pofe fome of the remarks which may feem difcurfive 
will be really direded. 

And now having admitted, yes, and deeply felt again 
and again the difficulties, perplexities, diicouragementSj 
and anxieties of our times, I may hope to be heard when 
I ftate the other fide of the fubjed, — and furely there is 
fuch a fide. For opprefiTed as we are with a heathen 
population, calling itfelf Chriflian, and a mafs of dif- 
ienters calling themielves Churchmen, and reftraints 
checking the adion of the Church, and feftering (ores 
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and pining ficknefs, by how much heavier and harder 
and more hopelefs the labour^ fo much greater is the 
happinefs of our little fuccefs, and fo much brighter the 
crown. Hard won vidlories are the moil glorious in 
the world. If we would have more eaie and fafety we 
muft be content to obtain lefs honour. Reft and glory 
are not companions in this world, although they fhall 
be fo in the next.^ 

What is done now is more precious by hx than it 
would have been in days to which we are apt to look 
back with envy. Fafts not enforced, not vain-glorious 
through wilfulnefs, for they are ordered ; not unpro- 
fitable by unwillingnefs becauie compelled ; penitents 
abafing themfelves without any compulfion ; labours 
which deprive us of promotion inftead of procuring it ; 
defence of the faith againft the opposition, not only 
of thofe without, but too often of thofe within alfo ; 
the formation of holy aflbciations for education and 
works of mercy by voluntary efforts only, are the more 
▼aluable, the more difficulties they encounter, the leis 
iiipport they receive. They are fo on feveral accounts : 
they fhow the prefence of God^s grace amongft us ; the 
obftacles and difcouragements attending them ftrengthen 
dUir purpofe, whilft they purify our will ; give us bold- 
joefs with refignation ; and firmnefs with fubmiffion, fix 
our hopes on the only Hope of Ifrael, and^ may make 
an Anielm of a man who without them might have been 
but a WoKey. And yet, moreover, if this be not 
enough, there remains the recompenfe of the reward. 
What is it which the Apoftle illuftrates by the ex-

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amples of the Saints from the days of Abel down to the 
clofe of the firft difpenfation, but the bleflednefs of faith, 
wrefUing with diflBiculties, and overcoming them ? The 
difficulties were as neceffary as the faith. Without 
theie Abraham were not Abraham, nor Mofes Mofes. 

And as faith ihines in trials, fo does love : ** a friend 
loveth at all times, and a brother is born for adverfity/'^ 
And hence our love is more plainly fhown to Him 
Whofe love will be manifefted in us more fully, the 
greater our endurance. If the chief way of fhowing 
love to Christ is to win fouls to Him, the chicfeft way 
of all muft be to win them hardly, " Peter, He fays, 
bveft thou Me ?" And when he confefled this. He 
adds, " If thou loveft Me, fhepherd My fheep.'* The 
Teacher aiks His difciple if He is loved by him, not in 
order to learn, for how fhould He Who fearcheth the 
hearts of all men need this ? but that He might teach 
us how much He regards the care of thefe fheep. Since 
then that is clear, this alfo will be equally plain, that 
great and unfpeakable will be the reward in ftore for 
him who labours about theie things which Christ 
values highly .2 

Our difficulties then are more inward than out- 
ward. We, and not others, are our trouble; for if 
we can but hold our courie we muft iiniih it with joy.. 
Our miniiby cannot be a failure unlefs we ourielves 
are the fame. If, by God's grace, our times do not un- 
make us they will make us, make us faithftd priefb, 
warriors, watchmen, fhepherds, fuch as we fhould not 
have been without them. Nor can anything better, for

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128 be imagined than hopeleiTnefs of preferment^ which 
takes away worldly and fecond motives^ and makes our 
porpoie fingle and our afiedlion pure^ 

** My brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into 
divers temptations ; knowing this that the trial of your 
f^th worketh patience." And^ if any fay that it was 
nbt of fuch circumilances as ours that the Apoftle here 
fpeaks, he fays truly » — but it is equally true that S. 
James does not fele6l the terms forrows, pains, afflidlions, 
bot ** temptations." It was as fuch that he regarded 
them, and fpoke of them for thofe that fhould come 
after, even for us ; it is equally true that fo early as the 
fixth chapter of the A6ls of the Apoftles the internal 
trials of the Church had already begun. On the mur- 
muring of the widows S. Chryfoftom remarks, " See 
how even at the beginning evils were not only out- 
ward."^ It is equally true that internal troubles made 
Sir Paul write weeping, made him humble and exalt him- 
fcif alternately, ftrain every fpiritual nerve to reduce the 
Corinthians to iubjedion, and to perfuade them to fubmit 
to the Apoftolic office ; fo that we marvel as we read, 
and wonder what manner of men thcfe were, to whom 
S. Paul wrote, who could criticife and difparage the 
great Apoflle of the Gentiles as much as our Newfpapers 
now do their Bifhops.

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Churches of Pergamos and Thyatira that herefies were, 
taught with impunity which brought down the divine 
cenfures upon the! feveral Bifhops. Therefore with 
regard to the temptations which now try us let us have 
joy, that the trial of our faith may work patience. We 
rejoice not indeed in the temptations themfelves. The 
miferies of the Church are a fountain of tears to fuch 
as are worthy with the prophet, or with Christ on 
Mount Olivet to weep over Jerufalem. The early 
Church prayed for peace whiltt bidden by S. James to 
blefs perfccutors. In the hoped-for effedl of our troubles 
we are to find comfort, not in the troubles themfelves, 
as we rejoice in challening which feemeth not joyous, 
and yet is fo eventually. 

But, although it appears to me wife to exped little 
apparent fuccefs and much difappointment, and in all 
rather to be " refigned than bleft," yet refignation is 
itfelf full of fweetnefs ; and our temper though fubdued 
Ihould not be defponding, but that of men who have 
counted the coft, and cheerfully render it to the Hea- 
venly Treafurer, looking to Him as Himfelf their re- 
turn and reward. 
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CHAPTER I. 



STUDY. 




HE faying of the feventeenth century, Clerus 
Anglicanus ftupor mundi, to which the 
learning of our clergy in that age gave 
birth, is difufed ; and perhaps it is impoA 
fible for the clergy to fhidy as they once did, now that 
foch a legacy of labour has been left to them by paft 
negledt, and when the prefent increafe of the population 
alone exceeds their powers. If it be (6, and yet ftudy 
it needed by us clergy, then how precious were the hours 
of youth, never to return, fchool days, term, and vaca- 
tion in which foundations were laid upon which after- 
baiklii^ is fafe and comparatively eafy ; or left unlaid 
moft probably for ever. How precious alfo the hours 
which are now confumed, by fociety and its cuftoms, 
by private taftes and ^cies ! How to be regretted, 
if by good ufe of them, any of us might have becc^xsMt^

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or may ftill become, abk miniflers of the New Tefta- 
ment, rightly dividing the word of truth, who now 
riemain incompetent. 

It does not at all follow that we are not incompetent 
becaufe we do not feel fo. In thefe days religious 
knowledge runs in a very narrow channel. Our people 
know little of the faith, and expeft little of us ; but 
this fo far from being an exculpation of ignorance 
in us, is in itielf a grievous reproach and peril. Pro- 
bably no Church is (o little underflood, {o lightly 
valued, and fo ill-defended by its educated members as 
our own. We do not often meet with perfons able to 
conduft a mere Pr6teftant argument, but hardly ever 
find thofe who can maintain our Catholic pofition, 
and juftify themfelves both againft Romanifm and Pro- 
•teflantifm. 

This ignorance is our reproach and peril, and in 
proportion as it is removed, more will be expelled of 
us, and that jufUy, 

If we were ftrong in our fyftem, if our people were 
devout, and thoroughly loyal to their Church, an un- 
learned clergy, if earnefl, attentive, watchful, and holy, 
would not be fo great an evil, although confiderable ; 
but now none of thefe three conditions can be aifumed. 

But it will be thought unjufl and prefumptuous to 
imply that our clergy are ignorant. Certainly they arc 
not ignorant of the general fubjefts of good education; 
not ignorant of claflics, or mathematics, or hiflory at 
large, or phyfical fciences ; but the queftion is, whether 
as a body they are not chargeable with ignorance of 
jtheir own proper fubjefts, theology, ccclcfiaflical hiftory. 
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things pertaining to worfhip, and to guidance of con- 
fcience. Certainly the frequent miftakes in the con- 
du6l of divine fervice, what pafTes during controverfial 
outcries, and the commonplacenefs of fermonsj appear 
to indicate an amount of knowledge anfwerable to the 
prevalent ignorance of the laity concerning religion, 
inilead of vaftly fuperior to it. 

Now in thefe days it requires all we can do to keep 
our people together. The flock is attacked on all 
fides ; and if the fhepherds be not fhepherd?, what is to 
become of the fheep ? And yet are we fhepherds unlefs 
we can cope with the wolf? Are we fhepherds 
againfl errors unlefs we know both the error and its 
antidote, unlefs we can go before our people in docr 
trine as well as in pradice, and be their guides in this 
howling wildernefs ? 

** But when a contefl is flirred concerning doftrines, 
and all fight from the fame Scriptures, what power can 
the life ezercife in this cafe ? What is the ufe of many 
labours, when after thofe toils any one from his great 
inexperience fall into herefy and be cut off from the 
body of the Church ? I know many who have fuf- 
fered this. What profit to him from his endurance ? 
None : as neither from a found faith when the polity 
is deflroyed. On thefe accounts, he to whom it ha» 
fklkn to teach others ought to be experienced above all 
men in fuch contefb. For even if he himfelf fbnds 
iafely, not injured at all by the adverfaries, yet the 
multitude of the more fimple which is put under him, 
when they fee their chief worfled, and having nothing 
to reply to the adverfaries, blame, not the weaknefs oC 
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his defeat, but the unfbundnefs of his do^ne, and 
through the inexperience of the individual the people 
at large is borne down into the utmoft deftrudlion. • . . 
But how great deftru6lion, and what a fire is collefled 
for his wretched head for each of thefe loft ones, you 
need not to learn from me.**^ 

And what is this but the very language of our office ? 
*• Have always therefore printed in your remembrance, 
how great a treafure is committed to your charge. 
For they are the Iheep of Christ, which He bought 
with His Death, and for whom He ihed His Blood. 
The Church and Cong^-egfttion whom you muft ferve, 
is His Spoufe and His Body. And if it fhall happen 
the fame Church, or any Member thereof, to take any 
hurt or hindrance by reafon of your negligence, ye know 
the greatnefs of the fault, and the horrible punifhment 
that will enfue.*' And this negligence may be that of 
ftudy, as well as of teaching, for thus we vowed to 
God at that awful hour when it was inquired — ^** Will 
you be diligent in Prayers, and in reading of the Holy 
Scriptures, and in fuch ihidies as help to the knowledge 
of the fame, laying afide the fhidy of the world, and 
the fleih ? 

** I will endeavour myfclf fb to do, the Lord being 
my helper." 

S. Paul the fcholar of Gamaliel, and ^uniliar with 
all the heathen poets, carried books with him on his 
travels and fent for them from Afia to Rome^* If 
learning like his, and abilities like hb, and the Apoftolate 
itielf did not iKQ him from ftudy, what fhall we fay in 
^ S. Cbrjrf. de Sacerd. it. 9. * 2 Tim. it. 13. 
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ezcuie if we content ourielves with the refults of early 
education, or natural gifts, or the promife of grace, 
given as God's gifts are given, to refponfible perfons, 
and in anfwer to efforts ? 

There is an argument, however, for ftudy lefs fre- 
quently urged, — its moral e£e6l, a confideration which 
our prefent trials appear to illuftrate and enforce in a 
very remarkable manner. 

Probably many peribns have wondered during the 
laft fifteen years at the contrail between the feventeenth 
century divines and ourfelves in the matter of confbtncy 
to that Church of which, thank God, we are members. 
How is it that we have loft fuch men and fo many as 
we have loil by feceflion, but that of the great men of 
that age, not one fell away ? 

The contrail fuggefled by our book-ihelves is not 
only fiei^ov ^ Kara BoKpya, but is moil iingular as a 
moral fadl. It is from one point of view as if the 
Diptychs of the Church, and a liil of the lapfed during 
one of the great periecutions, were placed in parallel 
columns. Can anything be more ilrange, or more 
worthy of coniideration by us ? There are, of courie, 
many iblutions to the difficulty, and perhaps none of 
them, nor all of them together are adequate. It is 
probable that the Spaniih armada had a ilrong anti- 
Roman efie£l through the reign of Elizabeth, and the 
Gunpowder Plot through that of James I. The 
Hampden and Gorham caies had not occurred, nor had 
high dignities ventured on, nor felt deiirous to venture 
upon fuch depreciation of the Church as fuch, and of the 
Sacraments as we have unhappily witneiled. To xkica 
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it may be added that many of the ancient praftices of 
the Church which have now difappeared ftill ezilled 
in the feventeenth century. The Holy Seafons were 
openly obferved; marriage retrained to the proper 
times ; falling obferved, or remitted by difpenfation ; 
the colleges were more monaftic in their difcijJine and 
tone 5 and probably the manner of life of the higher 
clergy was more diftinftive and ecclefiaftical. The in- 
fluence of the Crown too, was againft Puritanifm ; and 
perhaps more than all, the fleadinefs of the Englifh 
character remained unbroken : the excitement and 
ficklenefs of the nineteenth century had not fet in, with 
all its new views, and abandonments of them, and its 
extreme impatience of reproach and want of fuccefs, 
impatience fo great that it is fcarcely poflible now to 
have a good government at home, or a good general 
abroad, when we moft want them. 

But on the other hand, the feventeenth century 
divines never faw, as we have feen, the Church of 
England fiirvive the feceffion of the non-jurors, and the 
apathy which foon fucceeded it; never beheld her 
fpread into America and the Colonies ; revived and re- 
viving in fpite of difcouragements almofl unprecedented; 
and expreffing her new life by Catholic fruits of every 
kind. Compare, for example, the one brotherhood of 
Nicholas Ferrar, or rather the one holy houfe of one 
holy man, with the fiflerhoods which are fpreading 
through England.^ 

* To thcic may be added the College for ecclefiaftical mufic, 
the Society of S. Nicholas, and the rife and fpread of theological 
toUeget, which Tery much fiilfil Thorndike*8 anxious defire. 
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At the rifk of feeming to make a lengthy digreffion 
I would go more fully into this fubjeft, hoping to ef- 
tablifh the point for which it was firft introduced. 
The divines of the feventeenth century may be fidrly 
divided into three races, and this, for a proximate mea- 
fure, by the reigns under which they grew up and 
were formed as divines. 

By the Elizabethan men I mean then thofe wh6 
became what they were during the reign of Elizabeth, 
Andrewes and Field were both Chaplains to the Queen» 
The former was forty-feven years of age by the end of 
her reign,the latter forty-one; Hooker would have been 
forty-nine had he lived ; and Laud was twenty-nine. 

Now thefe men emerged from a ftatc of things in 
which altar veihnents decked couches, and chalices 
flood upon fide-boards ; in which the lands of the 
Church were bartered away facrilegioufly by timid or 
place-hunting clergy,^ and in which the clergy at large 
were ignorant, and prefented a wretched contraft to 
the able Mifiionaries which Rome poured into thft 
country from the continental feminaries. The chan- 
cels were often boarded off from the nave ; the Com- 
munion Table frequently ftood in the body of the 
Church; and Grindal, Archbifhop of Canterbury,

' The Jacobean divines had probably the moral- fup- 
porc of feeling that theirs was the upward movement 
q{ the timcj and that power was gradually coming intx> 
their hands* The canons of 1603 were an ezpreffion 
of ecclefiaflical life. Bifhop Andrewes was living, 
praying and preaching, a hoil in himfelf. Thefe, be- 
fides the points before mentioned, mufl have cheered 
Montague, who was twenty-four when James afcended 
the Englifh throne, Jackfbn who was twenty-three. 
Wren feventeen, Sanderfon fifteen ; but on the other 
hand, the ultn^Proteftantifm and Calvinifm of Morton, 
and the interference not only of the Crown, but of the 
courtiers in fpiritual matters was grievous, and the 
whole adminiflration of Abbott calamitous;^ and, 
moreover, if the Catholic party were rifing, the Puritan 
party was fpreading, and the myflerious and awfiil 
conclave of Andrewes, Neal, and Laud, reported by 
Wren, fhows with what gloomy forebodings the firft of 
thefe illuftrious men went down to his grave.^ 

Herbert and Bramhall born I593> Cofin 1594, 
Morley 1597, come between thefe divines and thofe 
whom we proceed to confider. 

In the next reign a new race of divines fprang up 
under the teaching and nurture of thofe before men- 
tioned, and went through the trials of Charles's reign

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and the Commonwealth^ furviving until perhaps a 
greater trial than any htk\ them : the moral and re- 
ligious decadence of the Reiloration. When Charies I. 
came to the throne, Heylin was twenty-five, Ham- 
mond twenty. Sparrow fourteen, Pearibn thirteen. 
Gunning, Taylor, Frank, Sherlock twelve. Thefe 
men law the high places of the Church filled illufbri- 
oufly, learning abound, ian&uaries cleanfed and beauti- 
fied, ritual cared for, altars fet up, Simeonite trufts 
and obflinate ofienders in dodrine and difcipline put 
down, the Church afcendant. So much the greater the 
depth of the fall, {o much fharper the temptations en- 
fuing. G(»>'s judgments feemed to be upon the Church 
of England. It appeared to be written on her walls, 
** The Creature of the Crown fhall perilh with the 
Crown." The Baihop of Chalcedon's correfpondence 
with Bramhall is only a fpecimen of the contempt 
poured upon the unhappy exiles. Laud's death and 
the difperfion of the Epifcopate appeared to the ene- 
mies of the Church of England as a decifion from 
Heaven againft her, like the falling of the tower of 
Siloam, and the flaughter of the Galileans by Pilate ; 
and which was worie, fhe was fo bound to the throne 
that at one time during the Commonwealth it feemed 
impoifible to keep up the fucceilion, and Hammond 
penned his Parxnefis firft in tears, then ii> ink.^ 

But it may be faid the ReHoradon faved thefe men 

from defponding. This, however, is no account of 

their not feceding before the Refloration; nor does 

the Refbration itielf feem to have been very reaiTuring

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to doubtful minds. For it was a confirmation, inftead 
of a refutation, of the charge that the Church of 
England was a human inflitution; and although the 
revifion of the Prayer Book was an upward flep 
certainly, yet it was not fatisfaftory. There were 
men who had watched the courfe of events, traced 
their tears to the fource, and who hoped that then at 
leaft and at laft, when Puritanifm had ihown what it 
was, and the importance ot ftrengthening the Church 
of England by removing her defefts had been proved, 
the remedies would be applied. Such was Herbert 
Thorndike, a divine whofe doArine is too flrong for 
our times. In 1660 appeared his *'Due way of com- 
pofing the difierences on foot, preferving the Church," 
in which he pleaded for an ecclefiaftical education of 
the clergy, for colleges of prefbyters in each ihire town, 
for refifting the fecond fermon fyftem on Sunday, for 
more frequent fervices on that day, and 'for reftoring the 
difcipline of penance, — and we know to our coft how 
vainly he pleaded. 

What words can be more ^1 of chaftened fadnefs 
than -the epitaph diftated l^ himfelf? '*'Hic jacet 
corpus 'Herberti Thorndike, prebendarii hujus eccle- 
fiae, qui vivus veram reformandi eccleiiae rationem ac 
modum profequebatur. Tu le6tor, requiem -ei et 
beatam in Chriflo refurreftionem precare." This 
profequebatur mofl mournfully exprefles an imper- 
fed uncompleted work, (landing as it does ^without 
any mention of fuccefs. Yet he was firm as a rock to 
the Engliih Church, as his will teftifies, " My will 
is that if my naeoes or either of them fhall return to 
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New England after my deceafe, or ihall marry with 
any that goes to Mafs, or any of the new licenfed 
conventicles ; then whatfoever is given them by this 
my will, exceeding the four hundred pounds which I 
have abfolutely given them by deed, fhall be void and 
not due ; fo that when either or both of them ihall be 
married here to fuch as iincerely cleave to the Church 
of England, then the payment to be made."i 

Again in 1662 in his **Juft Weights and Meafurcs,'* 
Chapter XXIV., he wrote for a reformation of our 
corruptions, and again wrote in vain. Could any- 
thing be more difappointing?* 

Then before the eyes of thefe men who had fo 
laboured, fo fufFered, the fbite of the country declared 
daily more and more« not only that religion would not 
recover itfelf, but was on the wane. The " Caufes of 
the Decay of Chriftian Piety," by the author of the 
** Whole Duty of Man," was publifhed in 1675. Speak-* 
ing of the Days of the Direftory, it fays, *' He that

' Thorndike*8 defire to have Colleges of Priefts in large towns 
feems likely to be accompliflied, although for parochial rather than 
deliberative ends. It is not only that the Committee of Convocation 
reported in favour of them in 18541 but that there is a growing 
defire to add to our number of fervices, and therefore to that of 
thofe who perform them, inftead of building new Churclies. The 
good fenfe of this meafure is evident not only from the paucity 
of attendants at exifting places of worihip, but from pecuniary exi- 
gences. A large Church ferved by fix priefts would not coft half 
the fum now expended on fite and buildings for four inferior 
Churches, and a great faving would be eife^ed by the Clergy 
living together, and one fuperior receiving a fair increafe of falary 
inftead of four incumbents, as now, an utter incompetency. 
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(hall remember how oar private oratories were then 
thronged and crowded, and Ihall now compare it with 
our empty Churches, will be tempted to think our de- 
votion was of that fort which is excited by interdift," 
p. 199. "We like thofe in Malachy, chap. i. 13, 
* Snuff at His Service, and fay. What a wearinefs is it !' 
a wearinefs indeed it appears in the literal fenie with 
many, who fleep at it as men over-laboured, and fcarce 
take fo found repofe in their own houfes as in God's ; 
indeed fuch is the variety of rude behaviour that is 
there ufed, that fhould an unbeliever come into our 
affemblies he mud furely (as S. Paul fuppoies in another 
cafe, I Cor. xiv. 23) fay we are mad; to fee fome 
gazing, fome whifpering, fbme laughing others deeping, 
and perhaps the far fewer number praying,'* p. 217. 

And yet all thefe men ftood firm ; not one eminent 
clergyman forfook his pofl, loft heart, or was beguiled ; 
but in fad patience they handed on their orders and 
their dodrine to yet another generation, to Bull and to 
Wilfon, and to the moft confcientious and learned non- 
jurors, who furely of all men were tempted towards 
Rome, and yet did not yield. There they fland now 
upon our ihelves, an unbroken, undefeated race of war- 
riors, not one deferter among them, nor fugitive, nor 
i^kr back into the latitude and indifference of difap- 
pointment. They feem to regard us fadly and fternly 
as anceilral pidlures look down upon an unworthy pof- 
terity. 

Thefe fads would be anfwer enough to the aflertion 
that Anglican principles lead to Rome, that they cannot 
be held with fecurity, if that were my objed. It is 
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not. We are confidering the effefts of ftudy ; and it 
appears that at any rate one account of the fleadfaflnefs 
of theie men is their deep learning and their ftudious 
chara6ler. 

In advancing this opinion I fliall of courfe be met with 
the reply that thofe whom we have loll were amongft 
our moil ftudious and learned divines, fo much fo that 
fbme would have us give up reading and thinking if 
we would be fafe. Our loft friends may indeed dcfervc 
from us the praiie of fuperior learnii^ and ftudy, fii- 
perior to our otom but this is quite another thing 
from putting them upon a par with the divines of the 
feventeenth century. The ponderous learning of thefe 
men, and their original reading is wonderful. This 
lad fafl has greatly impreiTed an honoured writer lately 
deceaied. He remarks upon the original reading of 
theie authors and divines, and begs us to imitate them.^ 

Now, independently of the advantage of poileffing 
fa^ ielf-teiled, ielf-a^rted, and the breadth of view and 
information obtained from iuch reading, which is 
proof againfl pamphlet, and review; — independent of 
this, is the habit of mind produced by the ftudy which 
gathered this learnmg. That habit was furely one 
which would be the very antidote of our nineteenth- 
century impatience and hafte. It is a habit of fuipi- 
cious accuracy, weighing, confidering, and which is 
more important than all, of patience, and endurance, 
and humility. 

However invidious then and untenable fuch an af* 
iertion may appear at firfl fight, I ftill fubmit that 
1 Profeflbr Blunt*8 Duties of a PariOi Prieft, Lee.

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ftudy is a fafeguard in thefe days, a moral anchor, as 
well as an intelle6lual helm. And, moreover, as work 
is an admitted iafeguard. To may iludy be regarded 
merely as work. He who has before him a field of 
intelledual work for which he has only too little time, 
does not feel at fea about his vocation, nor aimlefs and 
uielefs in life. He whofe books are his friends can 
confble himfelf in the pail, when the prefentis agitated; 
and can commune with like-minded men, and lofe the 
feeling of folitude when few walk in the old paths, and 
when he is for from thoie with whom he once ftudied, 
and converied, and took couniel. 

But when we have made up our minds to be Un- 
dents fo far as our duties will allow us, we have need 
of a wife choice both of the fubjedt and manner of our 
reading: for defultory reading will produce defultory 
charadler, and erratic piecemeal information unlefs fy(- 
tematized, as^ no one would fyftematize who contented 
himfelf with it, will never fupply that breadth and 
fblidity both of knowledge and charadler which we fo 
much require. Firft, far firfl, come the Holy Scrip- 
ture, and the fludies which lead to the knowledge of 
the fame. But the Scriptures like God's other means 
of grace yield waters which retain or lofe thoir clear- 
nefs according to the condition and nature of the con- 
duits through which we feek to derive from them. If 
Scripture undevoutly approached cannot produce de- 
votion, fo neither can it teach truth to thofe who 
mar it with human error in its tranfit from the page to 
the mind. In fimple tranflation the dodbinal error of 
the reader continually produces the mod palpable viola- 
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tion of grammar ; and mere claffical fcholarfhip will 
never obtain the literal fenfe of the Scripture^ and &i\\ 
lefs its mind. No conilru6tion on the one hand is too 
forced for a controveriialiil ; and, on the other, to 
grapple with the Greek Teftament in the pride of a 
claflic /cholar, determined on finding the fame fenie 
of prepoiitions, and moral terms as belongs to Attic 
Greek is to court a fall proportioned in depth to the 
fubjedl. 

It is now allowed that the Greek of the Septuagint is 
our guide to underftand the Greek of the New Tefta- 
ment. Unhappily however it is not univerfally admitted 
that the fureft dodtrinal guide to the later Church is 
the earlier, that a general primitive interpretation car- 
ries immenfe moral weight with it ; and that although 
the ancient underftanding of any particular pailage is 
not compuUbry upon us, but only demands great refpe^l, 
yet that we are abfolutely bound not to fubHitute any 
other interpretation which ihall contradi£l the dodtrine 
of primitive times. Nay more, the certainty of a Ca- 
tholic dodlrine makes that explanation of the pafTage 
moil probable which connedb the text with the truth* 
For example, the ancient interpretation of S. John iii. 3, 
ought reaibnably to carry us with it ; but to give an 
interpretation contradidlory to the do£lrine upon which 
the early Church proceeded in explaining this pailage, 
is the height of prefumption and culpable error ; and 
is as contrary to the ipirit of the £ngliih Church, as 
of any in Chriilendom, 

For not only does our whole Reformation profeis 
and endeavour to conform us to the Primitive Churchy 
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and our formularies refer to it as a guide,^ but in the very 
convocation in which the Articles were impofcd upon 
the clergy, it was alfo prefcribed to them, — *'Let 
preachers above all things be careful that they never 
teach ought in a fermon, to be religioufly held and be- 
lieved by the people, except that which is agreeable to 
the dodlrine of the Old and New Teftament; and 
which the Catholic fathers and ancient Biihops havecol- 
lefted from that very dodlrine." 

The Catena Aurea, the Greek Catena, and the in- 
dices of fuch copies of the Fathers as we poflefi, arc 
the beft expofitions of the Scripture, taken in con- 
jundUon with the Scriptures themfelves, which help fo 
much to interpret each other,, that in tiw cafe of the 
Goipels a harmony or four copies laid open fide by fide 
is often a perfedl interpreter, and alws^s an invaluable 
aid. Thofe new editions of the Greek TeHamcnt which 
abound more and more, are to be received with great 
caution, and if in their doctrinal notes they ignore the pri- 
mitive dodrine, and the ancient fenfe of the pafTages 
treated, fhould be wholly rejefbd. It is but another form 
of the modem Roman doftrine of development to fup- 
pofe that criticifm can have the efie^l of changing the 
dodlrine which was from the beginning. Texts, indeed, 
may be cleared of their difficulties, but if any meaning 
purporting to be drawn forth be contrary to the Ca- 
tholic dodrlne, then a moral error is fubftituted for one 
which was only grammatical, even if it were this : and 
in lefs than ten years a more fober and reverent com-

mentator will cancel both the critical and dodbinal 
error of the modern expofitor. 

Criticifm may throw an entirely new light on a paf- 
fage of Homer, and it would be no difparagement to 
our forefathers in literature that it fhould do fo : but if 
it fought to eftablifh that which other evidence ren- 
dered wholly impoffible, as for example that Hedlor 
was a Chriftian, it would not be liflened to. And 
this is that rock on which we fhould reft : it is a moral 
impoffibility that the early Church which was in in- 
ter-communion each part with the whole, which re- 
ceived the whole truth orally 'before it had it in 
writing, which exercifed fuch a godly jealoufy over 
the truth as is witnefled in every page of its records, — 
it is a moral impoffibility that this Church could be an 
untruftworthy witnefs to the Apoftolic depofit of truth, 
any more than according to her very charter and nature 
(he could err univerfally in matters of faith. If this 
be fo, any criticifm which affaila the ancient interpre- 
tation of a particular pafTage is fhaken and called in 
queflion moil ferioufly ; but if it proceeds to impair 
the doftrine which that interpretation (hows to have 
been the doftrine received, it fhould be forthwith re- 
jected by the fons of the Church. The premife muft 
be wrong which leads to fuch a conclufion. 

The excellent writer before mentioned, and whofe 
Ledlures ii., iii., iv., vi., vii. are very worthy of 
ihidy, infifls much on original reading, and points out 
that it is a diflinguifhing mark of the divines of the 
fevcntecnth century. They read for themfelves, maf- 
tered their faCls, felt them, as it were, in their ovrw. 

c 
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hands, grafped them, held them faft, and were fure. 
They were fcholars of the Church rather than of par- 
ticular perfons, and were not mifled by afieders of 
learning, patriftic or modern. 

Now with the exception of certain text-books which 
fhould be maftered by beginners, I would humbly fet 
my feal to this counfel. The fifth Book of Hooker, 
Pearfon's Expofition of the Creed, Bifhop Bull's De- 
fence of the Nicene Creed, Bifhop Andre wes* Sermons 
from the Nativity to Whit Sunday inclufive, feem to 
me to precede private reading of ordinal fources, fomc- 
what as the Creeds precede private examination of Scrip- 
ture. We read in order to know how to read, and there 
is an amount of truth which we require for ufe before 
we have colledled much for ourfelves. Young bees live 
on honey which is laid up by others. After this courfe, 
or with it, we fhould read the primitive Fathers, and 
the ecclefiaflical hiftorians. And for the hiflory of our 
own Church in particular, the publication of chro- 
nicles, letters, and other documents makes the path of 
the fhident more and more eafy, delightful, and fafe 
every year. The fame is the cafe with liturgical fub- 
jeds. The originals are now within reach. 

But we require more than mafles of evidences to fit 
us for our work. We arc preachers as well as teachers, 
and Tertullian and Irenseus will not help us to preach, 
nor even the fervent epifUes of the Martyr of Antioch. 
For this, and to learn the deep inner meanings of 
Scripture, mofl worthy of God, moft fuited to purify, 
foften, and raife us, we muft go to the fermons of S. 
Chryfoflom, S. Augufline, S. Bernard, and fuch chief 
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fingers in Ifrael. He who makes thefe his meditation 
will find himfelf morally deepened and widened : he 
will have found a key to open the Temple doors, and 
ftreams of heavenly mulic will pour forth to the prac- 
tifed ear of his foul, which will make his fermons as 
different from the bald, irreverent, human thoughts 
which are now fpun out fo wearily week after week, 
as a Cathedral is from a meeting-houfe. 

Thefe remarks are fuggeftions to my younger brethren 
only, and therefore will not be underftood as limits of 
reading, but only guide-pofls at the outfet of the jour- 
ney. They indicate the firft courfe, not the third. 
No perfon who has thus begun will be contented, 
unlefs he is abfolutely obliged, to know nothing of the 
dod^rinal treatifes of S. Augufline, eipecially the De 
Trinitate ; and his Confeffions will have been long ufed 
as a devotional manual, and his epifUes as hiftorical data. 

For text-books, fuch as Pearfon, and Newman's work 
on Arianifm, nothing is fo ferviceable as an analyiis made 
hy the reader as he proceeds, by which on concluding 
he can examine himfelf, and which afterwards ferves 
for an index. But for reading at large I would flrongly 
recommend from experience the extenfive ufe of note- 
books.^ In thefe can be entered under their ieveral 
heads, references to paffages in books of ready accefs, 
and extradls from thofe which are not. By fuch means 
it is fuppofed that Bramhall was enabled to write his 
learned anfwers to M. De la Milletiere, when he was

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in exile. He carried his note- books with him pro- 
bably when he fled from Ireland ; and in thefe times 
no man can fay where he may be placed in after life, 
whether he may not have to part with his few books, 
and be too far from libraries to receive any aid from 
them. And yet on the wildeft moorland he may re- 
quire for himfelf or for others literary fails by which 
his or their faith may be ftrengthened, his or their con- 
du6l guided. And with regard to common books, moft 
perfons will find that memory foon fails amid the multi- 
tude of diflradlions, and that days are wearily (pent in 
vainly endeavouring to verify fome faft, or recover fome 
authority, which if noted down when firft obferved, 
would have been available wifhout the flighted delay. 

And indeed if we are to go on with this ceafelefs 
manufacture of fermons, whether oral or written, fuch 
aids become more and more neceflary. There are in- 
deed men on whofe memories fadls are like blood fpots 
in Macbeth, and whofe imagination and invention are 
aivvaoi xpyi/ai, ever full, and ever frefli ; but this is 
not the cafe with all, and if we are to be always bring- 
ing forth things new and old there muft be no holes in 
the floor of our treafury. The prefent fyftem of preach- 
ing requires of ordinary men conflant ftudy, and the 
means of retaining the thoughts which are colledled or 
generated as they read. The only queftion is, whether 
even then it does not require more than human nature 
can yield.^ 

But there is another motive for ftudy fcarcely lefs 
weighty than thofe ftated already. It is not only that

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many of our miniftrations are exhauftive of the matter 
within us, that by talking, teaching, preaching, we let 
out our waters of knowledge, but that thofe miniftrations 
are morally exhaufting as well. The procefs is wearying, 
morally as well as phyiically. Too many have touched 
our garments, becaufe we are men ; we muft go touch 
His garment. Who is all Truth, to replenifh our poverty. 
This is done by many afts of devotion, and amongft 
them by ftudy, by *' reading of the Holy Scripture, and 
fuch ftudies as help to the knowledge of the fame." 
Our pitcher is empty : we muft go to the Fountain. 

*' Cur non ilia tempora, quibus ab Eccleii^ vacas, 
ledUohi impendas ? Cur non Chriftum revifas, Chriftum 
alloquaris, Chriftum audias? Ilium alloquimur, cum 
oramus, Ilium audimus cum divina legimus oracula?"^ 
And befides, there is our conta6l with the world and 
our own inherent decadence, our conftant fpiritual col- 
lapfe. 

'* Studiofe quotidie facri eloquii praecepta meditatur : 
ut in eo vim follicitudinis, et erga cceleftem vitam pro- 
vide circumfpedlionis, quam humanae converfationis 
ufus indefinenter deftruit divinae admonitionis verba ref- 
taurent : et qui ad vetuftatem vitae per focietatem fecu- 
larium ducitur, ad amorem femper fpiritalis patriae 
compunftionis afpiratione renovetur."^ 

But let us take two rules with us into our ftudies. 
*' Si vis profeftum haurire, lege humiliter, fimpliciter 
ct fideliter : nee ujjquam velis habere nomen fcientiae :"^

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and let us *' quit Jesus for Jesus," with the faint who 
made this his rule ; be ready to be interrupted in our 
ftudies, not by idlenefs, pleafure, and unneceffary vifit- 
ing, for ours is to be a '* daily reading and weighing of 
the Scriptures," but for the leaft needs of our people : 
let us lay down our book and go out with an open 
countenance and cheerful fmile to receive the complaint 
of a querulous widow, or the fimple requeft of a child. 
The following paflages from the Monday Medita- 
tions of the great Bifhop Wilfon may be ufed before 
ftudy, and the laft two are efpecially important in thefe 
days of novelty and of pride. 

Dire6l and blefs all my labours. Give me a dif- 
cerning fpirit, a found judgment, and an honeil and re* 
ligious heart, that in all my fludies my £rft aim may be 
to fet forth Thy glory by fettmg forth the falvation of 
men. Amen. 

Grant, O Lord, that I may read Thy Word with 
the fame fpirit with which it was written. Amen. 

Grant me, O Lord, a perfevering love of Thy Word, 
and fo much light as is neceiTary for myfelf and thoie 
that hear me. Amen. 

Give me grace to read Thy Holy Word with rever- 
ence and refpedl becoming the gracious manifeftation of 
Thy will to men ; fubmitting my underftanding and 
will to Thine. Amen. 

Grant, O Lord, that in reading Thy Holy Word, I 
may never prefer my private fentiments before thofe of 
the Church, in the purely ancient times of Chriftianity. 
Amen. 





CHAPTER II. 

DETAIL WITH PERSONS. 

HE Good Shepherd fays, "I know My 
fheep," and of Himfelf declares, '* He 
callelh His own fheep by Name,** S. 
Paul followed the example of the Chief 
Shepherd at Ephefus, when he '' taught from houie to 
houfe," and '* ceafed not to warn every one night and 
day with tears."^ And therefore the Church exhorted 
us, before fhe commiffioned us, '* to feek for Christ's 
iheep that are diiperfed abroad," and never to ceafe our 
labour, care, and diligence, until we have done all that 
lieth in us, according to our bounden duty, to bring all 
'foch as are or fhall be committed to our charge, unto that 
agreement in the faith and Jcnowledge of God, and to 
that ripenefs and periedlnefs of age in Christ, that 
there be no place left among us> either for error in reli- 
gion, or for vicioufnefs in life. Now almoft everything 
hiiman is againfl: our endeavouring to difcharge this 
duty, or our fucceeding if we make the attempt.

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There is the exceeding labour, the demands upon 
our time hardly compatible with the family bonds into 
which our Church permits us to enter ; quite incom- 
patible with much focial vifiting, and the eafy gentle- 
man-like view of our calling which ftill prevails ; in- 
compatible alfo in many cafes with the phyiical powers 
of the Clergy, who in the large cities are often hope- 
lefs and helplefs units. And beiides all this, the per- 
fonal treatment of our people is contrary to what they 
have been accuflomed to expedl, and to their opinions. 
Brought up without deference to fpiritual authority, 
and as independent Englifhmen, they not only think pri- 
vate intercourfe with the Clergy needlefs, but refent 
any attempt to eftablifh it. The popular religion lies, 
becaufe it falls through, lies between a man and his God. 

Our parifhioner knows his duty, he fays, and does 
not require our affiftance. Every man his own prieft, 
or even his own Church, is the common idea ; and this 
is the meaning of Diifent, its principle, if the negation 
of principle fhould be called principle. If then we 
throw men upon themfelves we muft not be furprifed 
at their adling conliftently, carrying out our tacit per- 
miffion, and forfaking the guidance of the Church. 
But fo determined is this error in the land, and ib great 
and feemingly hopelefs the talk of overcoming it, that 
many are blinded to this refult, and everything except 
mifgivings of confciertee, and the recurrence of the 
thought that our fyflem is falfe to the Chief Shepherd 
and His flock, everything tempts us to treat the people 
en majfe even as they deiire. They wifh it, in the pride 
of their own ftrength, and we wifh it through timidity 
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and infirmity. Hence the generalizing treatment which 
prevails. Hence fermons to wearinefs, trafts to con- 
tempt. Hence Bible-clafles, Confirmation-claffes, com- 
fortable miniftrations to the dying whilft their bed is 
furrounded with friends. All receive one medicine, as 
if all were fick of one difeafe. Sinners are comforted, 
penitents frightened. Nothing is known of the private 
habits of the parifhioner ; how often he prays ; whether 
he prays at all ; whether he reads his Bible, or whether 
he does hot ; whether he communicates in guilt, and 
eats and drinks his own damnation, or whether he 
partakes unto life eternal ; whether he holds the Ca- 
tholic faith, or is a heretic ; whether he indulges in 
private fins deflrudive to the foul, not knowing their 
enormity ; whether he retains the finful gain, or re- 
ftores ; whether he is at enmity, or in charity ; whe- 
ther he wars wifely with his fins, or through want of 
counfel fails, or does not war at all. I believe that 
moft of this evil arifes from our entire difufe of Con- 
feilion, our negled of that free and moderate ufe of this 
fpiritual medicine which harmonizes with the general 
fpirit and teaching of our Church ;i and therefore it is 
not to be laid to our charge, if we do what we can to 
remedy the evil. But whatever view other perfons 
may take of the caiiie of the difeafe and the cure for it,

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furely none will be found to queilion the magnitude of 
the malady, nor to aflert that our prefent fpiritual re- 
lation to our people is adequate, at all meets their needs, 
or fulfils the obligations which the example of the 
Good Shepherd has laid on us. 

But, with God's grace, let us do what we can. 

I. At fchool and in our parochial vifits and rambles 
we can generally afcertain the charader and habits of 
children, unlefs we have a city population, in which 
cafe fuch care as is now recommended is wholly im- 
poflible, except in a few iingle cafes. 

Knowing the faults of children we can watch over 
them, and let them fee that we do fo. We can fpeak 
to them ipecial words, and endeavour to help them in 
their difficulties, and to break down, or keep down, 
any barrier between them and us. When any great 
fiiult is committed a ready excufe is ofiered for very 
clofe intercourfe. 

Certainly great care will be needed not to try a 
child's truthfiilnefs ; not to put tempting queftions ; and 
to avoid marring the fimplicity and unconfeioufnefs of 
the child's charadler. It would be better to underdo 
our work here than to overdo it. A child's religion 
fhould have nothing fubjeftive in it. The care of a 
child's confcience is properly the office of parents, and 
when they fail, of its teachers. That care fhould be 
vigilant, but fcarcely perceived. But flill there arc matters 
which muft come before us ; and when we have once 
been brought into perfonal intercourfe with a child's 
inner nature, we fhould win its confidence, if we can, 
and retain it. 
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2. After fchool, clafles, night-fchools, loans of 
books, and afTociations of various kinds, afliil to keep 
up the connedlion between fhepherd and lamb; but 
more is required. We fhould fee boys and girls pri- 
vately from time to time, although but for a few mi- 
nutes ; we fhould afcertain whether they keep up their 
prayers^ and refift their temptations, and as much more 
as they are willing to confide to us without being 
prefled. 

3. Then in thefe days comes Confirmation : and 
iurely we mufl admit that the preparation for fuch an 
a6l fhould be principally moral. Certainly we mufl in- 
ftrud in the feith thofe who never knew it, and remind 
thofe who, perhaps, have forgotten, and carry them on 
beyond their former pofition, if poffible : but this is not 
all which is needed. 

Of what poffible fervice can it be to feek the grace 
of the indwelling Spirit fo long as any uncleannefs 
defiles the temple of the body which is profanely of- 
fered to the Heavenly Vifitant ? What place can the 
fevenfokl gift have in a foul which is full of vanity, 
folly, pride, rebellion, floth, and the like ? Surely we 
ought to know whether they who feek the fpiritual 
arms are really combatants, or are putting on heavenly 
armour for a worldly pomp, a mere proceffion along 
the broad road. We ought to know whether our can- 
didates pray, and what, and in what manner ; whether 
in bed, or on their knees j whether once a day, or 
twice; whether their prayers are a reality, and are 
made to exprefs their defire for help againfl this fin, 
and for pardon of that; whether they are doing their

plain duty at home; whether they are fpending the 
feafon of preparation aright ; whether they avoid temp- 
tation, or allow the laughter of fools to obliterate all our 
labours as fafl as we fpeak. And in regard to grofs 
fins, an invitation ftiould be given to confefs them, if 
fuch exiil. It fhould not be our fault that our candidates 
approach the Minifler of the Spirit^ with unexplored 
guilt on their fouls, or with a load of fin, known in- 
deed and repented, but lying like a weight upon the 
germ of a better life and fupprefling it for want of the 
" benefit of Abfolution." 

4. Then before the firft Communion, if unhappily 
any dreary fpace fhould intervene between it and Con- 
firmation, the fame reafons require a fimilar courfe of 
treatment. Surrounded as they are by temptations, 
and low as is the world's fiandard about the morals 
of men, we have pradically no right to fuppofe that 
our youths have kept themfelves pure. Doubtlefs fome 
have, but let us aik ourfelves whether we really believe 
thefe blefled ones to be the majority : but if we do not 
believe this, are we difcharging our duty unlefs we 
probe their confcience, and labour to induce them to 
do the fame ; unlefs we declare that fins of impurity, 
fay what the world will, are exclufive from Heaven, 
defiling, degrading, deadly to the fpiritual nature of 
man ; and that if they exift^ they require a fpecial re- 
pentance, and have a fpecial remedy appointed to meet 
them? 

5. After this point I do not feel at liberty to go any 
further. We of England have I think no right, even 

1 2 Cor. iij. 6. 
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were it advifable, to urge our people to confefs, ex- 
cept at fuch times, and in the cafe of great fins. We 
fliall ftill preach repentance, and counfel confeffion for 
grievous fins, efpecially in our Lent and Advent teach- 
ing ; but I do not think we are juflified in urging it 
beyond this point. But this furely is clear, that thofe 
who have once opened their hearts to us, whether 
before Confirmation, or Communion, or at fome fo- 
lemn feafon of afflidion, perfonal or ecclefiaftical, are 
thenceforth our fpecial cure, ours in a manner which 
they were not before, and never fhould ceafe to be. 
And although we are not warranted, as it feems to me, 
to prefs the continuance of the difcipline of repentance, 
if the fin which firft called for it is by God's grace e:^- 
tin£l, yet we are called upon to inquire whether fuch is 
the cafe ; we are called upon to fee that the wound has 
not grown callous indead of being healed, to make loving 
and cautious and tender inquiry from time to time, 
whether the old fin is utterly dead, or whether floth or 
pride has fucceeded to conflidl; whether devotions 
and felf-denial abide ; whether " a foft and melting 
heart " is the heart of our penitents. 

6. There are however numbers of our people who 
do not come under thefe heads. There are perfons 
who have grown up in ignorance and carelefihefs, and 
openly godlefs evil livers ; and thefe alfo require indivi- 
dual treatment, although the tafk of applying it is a 
hard one. 

(a,) Anything more difheartening than the dull, heavy, 
tough, infenfate ignorance of fome of our people who 
have been negledted, or have brutalized themfelves, and 
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loft the fruits of early care, can fcarcely be imagined ; 
nor would be eafily credited by thofe who have not 
encountered it. When opportunity offers, this evil 
fhould be remedied, and we fhould create that oppor- 
tunity, and feize it when offered. We may at one 
time tender help, and be refufed. We may renew our 
offer on another occaiion, and be accepted. In both 
cafes we muft be ready to make good that offer ; and 
O how hard is the tafk ! how difcouraging ! Yet the 
work muft be done : and if done, fo much greater the 
reward, the greater the difficulty. 

Let us not be too high for our work, too high in- 
telle6lually. For not only are we appointed for this 
very purpofe to inftruft the ignorant, but it is the very 
triumph of our powers to make truth limple and ac- 
ceptable to almoft invincible ignorance. The preach- 
ing of the greateft dodors of the Church is faid to have 
been efpecially acceptable to the poor. They who 
are mafters of their fubjeft are free, unembarraflcd, can 
look round and fearlefsly avail themfelves of every in- 
ftrument, and every avenue. I once had the privilege 
of hearing that moft eminent fcholar and divine the 
late Dr. Mill explain the guilt of fchifm to a poor 
woman, his parifhioner, as we walked along the road, 
with the fimplicity and force — not as the world would 
fay, of a plain pradUcal man — but of a profound theo- 
logian. 

The following example has been fet us by one dif^ 
tinguiihed in birth and accomplifhment, as well as for 
fanftity. 

** Among the poor who came every day to receive 
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alms at his door, was a deaf and dumb man. He led 
a harmJefs life, and as he had the full ufe of his other 
faculties, he was fometimes employed in the menial 
icrvices of the houfe. As it was well known that the 
holy prelate loved the poor, and that it would give him 
pleafure to fee the deaf and dumb man exprefs himfelf, 
and communicate with others by iigns, he was fome- 
times (ent to him during meals. Francis, touched by 
his misfortune, ordered that he ihould become one of 
his iervants, and that great care ihould be taken of 
him. It was reprefented to him that an additional 
fervant was not required, and alfo that the poor man 
would be uielefs to him. ' How, ufelefs V replied the 
prelate ; * is the exercife of charity worth nothing ? 
Thofe whom God has moft afflidled have the greatelt 
claim on our pity. If we were in the place of the 
deaf and dumb man, ihould we wiih to be treated with 
fuch ielfiih calculation ?' He was then received amongil 
the other fervants of the holy prelate, who kept him 
till his death. But Francis did ilill more for him ; for 
he undertook to inilrudl him by iigns in the myileries 
of the faith, and fucceeded after incredible toil. He 
alfo taught him to confefs by figns, and became his 
conieiTor. He afterwards admitted him to the Com- 
munion, which he always approached with the deepeil 
reverence and devotion. He did not furvive the holy 
prelate : but died of grief at the lofs of fo good a 
mailer." 1 

Our own Hammond would fay, " O, what a glo- 
rious thing, how rich a prize for the expenfe of a man's

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whole life were it to be the inftrument of faving any 
one's foul !" And in accordance with his words he 
gave his precious time at Oxford to refcue an idle 
young man from bad habits ; and allowed himfelf to 
be interrupted in his ftudies by any poor perfon.^ 

But for patience with ignorance, what other ex- 
ample ihall we take than that of our BleiTed Lord 
Himfelf, Who being Wifdom, endured not only the 
contradiftion of finners, but the dulnefs and prejudice, 
and worldly mind of His friends. What inaptitude 
and flownefs in our fcholars can ever equal that which 
would periift in deliring a kingdom on earth, could 
even declare that not to be true which Christ had af- 
ferted,^ which interpreted the Lord's words literally, 
and thought that He defired fwords for defence ? Or 
to come nearer home. Can anything exceed our own 
dulnefs and backwardnefs to difcern heavenly truths, 
the flownefs with which we learned the bleflednefs of 
fuffering, and reproach, and difappointment — ^if, indeed, 
we have learned them ; our dim, mifty view of doftrines, 
which to faints are as clear and bright as the ftars in a 
frofty midnight ? No flownefs and backwardnefs in our 
people to receive our inftruftion can poflibly equal our 
own to that of our Heavenly Teacher Who labours 
year after year to guide us into that truth, which at prc- 
fent we cannot difcern. 

It is worth while then to go through the Creed ftep 
by ftep, again and again with every ignorant man who 
will take the trouble to hear us ; to teach him the

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Lord's Prayer claufe by claufe; and to go through 
the rule of obedience in like manner. For this pur» 
pofe ejaculatory prayers fuited to the fubjeft of in- 
ftrudHon are vtry ufefiil, efpecially when we are cor- 
reding or ftrengthening the feith of the lick. Prayer 
brings in the afieftions, which are more alive in fuch 
perfons than reaibn^ and which in all men have more 
to do with embracing the faith than the intelleft has. 
Moreover, it makes each Article praftical to the learner, 
fhows him how to ufe what we put into his hands, and 
proves its value at once. The A6ls of Faith in Bifhop 
Andrewes' Devotions are available for this purpofe, al- 
though the fingle line appropriated in them to each 
point would not be fufficient if we were going through 
the Creed flowly, and not taking more than one or two 
points at an interview. 

(3.) Even our carelefs and godlefs ones mufl be treated 
feparately. They are feparately refponfible to God for 
themfelves, and we alfo for them. We mufl deliver 
our melTage to them fingly at fuch time and place as 
feems bell for a hearing, and having done fo, muft wait 
for them feparately inflead of difmifling them from our 
thoughts into the mafs of the reprobate. The Good 
Shepherd went after His own erring fheep. Ananias 
was not allowed to iland aloof from Saul as a perfe- 
cutor. 

It is indeed certain that we mufl not be always re- 
buking. This would but harden : but we muft be al- 
ways ready to fpeak. Liber avi animam me am is a 
thought for times of depref&on, and in the hour of 
death, but not whilfl the day of falvation lafls, for 

o 
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eveningy oot for morning, nor noon. The noble words 
of S. AugufUne fbould ezprefs our defire. ** Si non me 
audieritis, et tamen ego non tacuero, animam meam li- 
berabo. Sed nolo salvus esse sine vobis."^ 

We mull guard then againfl becoming indifierent to 
thoie of whom we feel almoft hopelefs, and when we 
pafs them in the ftreet or the road, with a ievere look, 
and in fome cafes without any greeting at all, let us not 
do &i without foftening our hearts at the fame moment* 
and doing our wandering iheep what good we are able, 
by offering an ejaculatory prayer for their converfion 
to Him Who willeth no one to perifh. 

6. There are fome other openings for individual 
treatment yet to be noticed before we come to the vifi- 
tation of the fick. We can inquire into the habits o. 
families from parents, afcertain whether their children's 
prayers are attended to, whether they have proper 
books of devotion, and whether they uie them : efpe- 
cially whether they duly prepare themfelves before they 
communicate, and afterwards endeavour to praftiie fome 
particular refblution, have a definite purpofe when they 
approach, and fiifhdn a definite effort after they have 
received the grace which they fought ; whether they 
occupy themfelves in prayer whilft others are commu- 
nicating, inffead of looking about, as is too often the 
cuftom ; and whether they kneel as they ought to do 
during the whole of that period, unlefs prevented by 
weaknefs. I know by experience that we may explain 
and enforce the ufe of Advent and Lent, and give books 
to aid the improvement of thefe moft important ieafons,

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and all in vain if our care (lops at this point. We muft 
go further^ and explain the ufe of the book, that it is not 
to be read through like a fermon and fhelved, but daily 
uied in fuch parts and manner as is fet forth in its 
pages : and all this mud be repeated year after year^ or 
words and books will be both thrown away. There 
are alio fpecial occafions in which a more perfonal 
relation can be eilabliihed between pallor and people^ 
if we watch for theta and ufe them. A vifit after a 
&mlly joy, or forrow j after a Baptifm, Confirmation, 
Marriage, Funeral, the departure or arrival of one of its 
members, ihows people that they are not treated in a 
inafs, but watched over feparately, and makes them 
more difpofed to admit a fpecial warning, rebuke, 
counfe], when occafion demands. Indeed the care 
here recommended will be refented as fo much in- 
truiion, unlefs applied with the greateft pofiible caution 
and watchfulnefs. It cannot be exercifed by a young 
man fbaight off* in his generous zeal. It cannot be 
exercifed, even by the moft experienced, fuddenly. It re- 
quires all our prudence and prayers : for if we attempt 
it, and fail, men will clofe not merely their hearts, 
but their doors ; and the breach will be wider than 
ever, 

Biihop Wilfbn was not a timid man, but he wrote, 
** Prudence is very neceflary in dangerous times ; it 
being no fmall fault to give occaiion to the raifmg of 
fbrms againil the Church and her miniflers, for want 
of having a due regard to the times, and to the paihons 
of carnal men."^

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We muft be prudent ; but with that prudence which 
is not mere negation ; which is on the watch for fuccefs, 
not for fafety ; which fears faiJure and ufeleiTnefsy and 
is oppofed alike to floth and to forwardnefs, to cowardice 
and to rafhnefs ; becaufe all are fatal to the work of the 
miniftry. 

7. At all events we can offer fpecial interceffions for 
individuals. No man can hinder this. And if at any 
time naturally and without oftentatibn it ihould be in our 
power to mention this faft to thofe for whom we have 
prayed, the benefit may be great. This, however, 
muft be done fparingly, or our very prayers would be 
defpifed. 

8. The fick more than all require fpecial treatment. 
By ficknefs God iingles a man out of the world, fepa- 
rates him from his fellows, takes him into the wilder- 
nefs, pleads with him, ihows him to himfelf and Him- 
felf to him. Sicknefs is ifolation for repentance. Our 
Church treats it penitentially. She does not begin 
with comfortable Scriptures and prayers, but with ad- 
monitions concerning the purpofe of chaftifement. The 
idea of the Vifitation Service is clearly that afflifUon is 
to be received penitentially, that the work of the Prieft 
is to incite and perfeft the fick man's repentance, to 
cleanfe his confcience, re6lify and confirm his faith, 
enfurc his charity, which done, the ficknefs will yield 
to the prayers of the Church, or will be changed in its 
charadler, being no longer a punifhment, but a loving 
inftrument of fanftification, for increafe of glory, and 
endlefs felicity. 

The examination of the fick man's foul is imperative ; 
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'and this^ if only for enfuring amendment of life> muft 
needs be exa6l ; but often it is far more than this, even 
an anticipation of the Day of Judgment, in order to 
deprive its terrors of their fting, a folemn judging of 
iclf that felf may not be judged. 

There are feveral methods of conducting this exami- 
nation, the ufe of the Commandments, for inftance, 
briefly explained ; or of the Sermon on the Mount ; or 
of the Baptifmal vows ; or of queftions in the devotional 
manuals, and in the Vifltatio Infirmorum. It may not 
always be neceiTary to require an anfwer. to each queA 
tion, and the fuflerer may be phyfically unable to 
render it : but we may give him the opportunity as 
we proceed of iignifying his fpiritual difeaie as foon as 
our probe fhall have touched it. 

The two chief difficulties are, firft the fins of the 
fleih, which are acknowledged with the greateil un- 
willingnefs, and flurred over in a lump on the world's 
view of morality as fo much wildnefs, or unfteadinefs ; 
held to be worth a figh, perhaps, but only natural, 
only what might be fairly expelled : fecondly, cafes 
which demand reftitution. Peculation is unhappily 
prevalent amongfl fervants and labourers, to a degree 
which we are loth to allow ; and in trade the amount 
of difhonefly pervading all traffic is perfedly frightful. 
The fin fhould be confefled. If the fick man will not 
acknowledge it to us, we may be almoft fure that he 
ihrinks from the fubjeCl himfelf, and does not really re- 
pent. How can he repent unlefs he reftore — being 
able to do fo ? Reftitution is a duty not refling on this 
text nor that, on the example of Zaccheus, or the ex- 
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hortations of the Fathers, but on iimple moridlty.i 
The former thief, flandercr, unfair dealer, if he does 
not reftore, is a prefent thief, flanderer, or cheat. 
The theft is in his hand : he carries his condemnation 
with him : he is red handed, caught in the very a£t. 
Are our people to go before God thus {elf-accufed,,and 
vainly feeking perhaps to fhift their guilt upon us, as 
daubers of rent walls, blind leaders of the blind ? The 
awful account of that early type of the Judgment Day 
in which God firil fat in judgment after the £dl fuggefts 
this thought. Adam laid the guilt on his wife, bone 
though fhe was of his bone, and flefh of his fiefh, and 
fhe upon the ferpent ; but all in vain. Each bare his 
own burden ; each received his own fentence, for on 
each lay the guilt. 

I tremble when I think of paft negle6b, and of 
prefent inefBciency. If any cowardice, or felfe deli- 
cacy, or careleffnefs, or fpiritual deadnefs prevent ns 
from probing and applying the faving medicines of the 
Gofpel to the fouls of the fick, with what foce ihall we 
ftand when He appcareth Who is like a refiner's ix€, 
to the fons of Levi ? And what united firmnefs^ gen^ 
tlenefs, difcretion, patience are needful for this work ! 
Who is fufficient for thefe things? 

** Upon Thine AItar*8 horn of gold 
Help me to lay my trembling hold, 
Though ftained with Chriffian gore.** 

No man is fufficient of himfelf, but God Udvwa^v

If, however, Gon remit the chaftifement of ficknefs, 
when He has remitted the fin ; and the iick man b^• 
come whole, rife up, go forth, there is need of equal 
watchfulnefs left he lofe the fruit of his fufferings, left 
old fins return, and returning become fevenfold ; or a 
cold hard felf-righteoufnefs enfue. He who has once 
become our fpecial care fhould ever remain fuch. 

All this and more is contained in the Lord's re- 
conmiiffion to S. Peter when the threefold profefSon 
was fet againft his triple denial.^ " Loveft thou Me ?" 
«• Feed My lambs." " Loveft thou Me ?" "Tend My 
fheep." "Loveft thou Me?" "Feed Myfheep." Feed 
{fioGKe) thofe which need feeding. Tend {irolfiatve) 
thofe which need tending. The lambs require food 
only; the fheep require feeding and fhepherding left they 
faint or ftray. Not as though feeding were limited to 
** preaching of the word." Far more truly may it be 
applied to frequent adminiftration of the Sacrament of 
Christ^s Body and Blood ; but it includes whatfoever 
nourifhes the foul, all means of grace, and all fupplies 
of wifdom and ftrength which we can direftly or in- 
diredUy render. Even fo the tending or fhepherding, 
which to the Apoftle fpake of the government and 
difcipline of the Church, yet not that only ; fo with us 
is not limited to difciplinary adls, but to every portion 
of the fhepherd's watching, his caution, calls, recalls, 
guidance, rebukes, encpuragements. We love not 
Christ unlefs we feek to be to each lamb what chil-

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dren need, and to each fheep what Chrlilian men re- 
quire in this wildemefs of the world, where they are 
ever prone to wander, and the wolf is ever watching 
to deftroy. Woe be to the fhepherd who is leis vigi- 
lant for falvation than the wolf is for deilrufUon. 




CHAPTER III. 

DETAIL WITH THINGS. 

'T is well known that a great general attends 
to everything in the camp: nothing is 
beneath his care which concerns his men 
and their deflination. Neither furely 
fhould anything be thought beneath us which is con- 
neded with our calling. 

There are indeed trifles enough in life to which we 
xnight well give Hcentiam abeundi, but they are not 
thofe which we are about to confider. 

The care of the fanftuary, efpecially the Altar, of 
veftments, of the conduft and manner of Church offi- 
cials, of the churchyard ; and efpecially of that which 
forms part of the fervice itielf, the Church mufic, 
generally devolves upon us — or is wanting. We may 
imhappily be unable to infbu6l our choir, and to lead 
them. If we are, it is a heavy misfortune, but cannot 
relieve us from xht duty of fuperintending, and by our 
prefence controlling the praftice, and thereby promoting 
order and reverence. If our people fee us indifierent to 
the treatment of the Church, to its decorations, and its 
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mufic they muft conclude either that wc are flothfiil 
and carelefs, or elfe that we conlider the outward fer- 
vice of God of no moment ; which if they did believe 
they ought to think as lightly of us as we feem to do 
of God's honour. 

Nor can we exped things to go well, wifti it as 
much as we may, unlefs we attend to them. If we 
will not prepare our own Altars, or fee them prepared, 
the common irreverence will continue. If we are too 
fine to praftife our choirs, or to be prefent when they 
are praftifing, we muft expedl carelefs geftures in Church 
as well as outfide it, in the verv a6l of finging to God 
as well as in exerciiing ; and felf-praife and felf-pleaiing 
will exprefs themfelves in the voices of thofe who 
ihould forget all but God, and be inwardly cafting 
themfelves down at the foot of His Throne. 

S. Gregory remarks on S. Paul's wonderful attention 
to minutise. Alluding to i Cor. vii. 5 : ''In paradifum 
ducitur, ccelique tertii fecreta rimatur, et tamen illft 
invifibilium contemplatione fufpenfus ad cubile carna- 
lium aciem mentis revocat, atque in occultis fuis qualiter 
debeant converfari difpenfat."^ 

Another inftance is the recommendation of wine to 
Timothy. Nothing ihould be little in our eyes, from 
which any fpiritual effeft can proceed. 

It is from want of exadnefs and attention that 
preaching is fo unfyftematic in its fubjeds ; one topic 
being frequently treated, and othersffls habitually neg- 
kdled. Tliere is indeed a fpecial remedy for this. If 
we uke the Gofpel or EpifUe as our key-note, as the 
Church intends us to do, we ihall avoid omiilion alto*

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^ether, and to a great extent, repetition. Nothing can 
exceed the prefumption of habitually ignoring the Tub* 
je£fc of the iervices, and choofing one of our own, as if 
we were better judges than the Church what ought to 
be faid. The refult of fuch wilfulnefs on the part of 
the Clergy is not only to difplace the well confidered 
tod profitabk courie of meditation prepared for them 
and their people^ but the perfons guilty of it make 
themfehres the judges of what is beft for the people^ 
incurring proportionate refponiibility ; while a large 
portioD of Holy Scripture is wholly negledled, and the 
fiiVoarite topics of the preacher urged again and again 
until all moral influence has departed from them, and the 
congregation are weary of the very ideas they fuggeft. 

It is necefiary to be on the watch> not only againft uni- 
fbnnity of fubjefls, but alfo of thought in treating thofe 
fiibje&. Some men take a ftern view of everything, 
finne a melancholy one. Men cannot bear everlafting 
rebuke, nor to ftand conflantly as penitents. This 
items indicated by the Great Teacher of the Church, 
•* I will not contend for ever, neither will I be alwaya 
wroth : fi>r the fpirit fhould fail before Me, and the fouls 
which I have made ;" and by the infinite variety of 
appeal in Scripture and by Providence.^ We no more

Bibles laid open, millions of furprifes, 
Bleflings beforehand, ties of gratefulneis. 

The found of glory ringing in our ears : 
Without, our ihame j Mdthin, our confciences : 

Angels and grace, eternal hopes and fears.** 
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ought to bend and force our fubje^b to our own temper 
than to choofe them with the fame narrow mind, and 
with want of perception of the breadth of that truth 
which we have to teach, and the variety of perfons 
and of charafler in fingle perfons with which we have 
to deal. 

There is however room to commit this feult after 
attending to the Epiftle and the Gofpel of the day ; 
for the afternoon or evening fermon, or catechizing 
may be equally partial in their charaftcr unlefs we try 
to avoid fuch a blemiih. In the latter this is entirely 
needlefs, for we have only to go ftraight on in the 
courfe of the catechifm, except when holydays or 
feafons break in upon us ; and fome perfons prudently 
endeavour to meet the other cafe by a regifter of the 
fubjefts which they have treated with the dates of their 
fermons. If, however, we have followed the Church 
in the morning we need not be fo anxious about the 
evening fubjeds. 

A parochial journal is a great help towards an univerfal 
care of the pariih. We can fet down fuch particulars 
of our people's circumftances and condud as may guide 
us in our treatment of them. We can chronicle our 
parochial meafures ; when we began fome plan, and 
with what meafureoffuccefs; when we made a change 
in the fervice and the like ; and the regifter, purged of 
fuch portions as relate to the charaflers of others, 
is one of the moil valuable legacies we can leave to our 
fiiccefTors, when our labours are over. 

There are details relating to ourfelves (till more im- 
portant; for we are not private charaflers, but public; 
wc are doubly not our own; vrt have no right to 
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peculiarities which impede our uicfulnefs. There 
ihould be no fpots upon that mirror of the Goipel which 
we ought to be to our people. 

Men cannot fee our hearts. To others words, deeds^ 
manner, and appearance are the index not only of our 
fincerity, but of our fitnefs for the office which we 
bear ; and further ftill, with very many are a meafurc 
of the value of the principles which we profefs. Pro- 
bably none of us but have felt the great difficulty of 
overcoming our diflike to a perfon whofe manner is for- 
bidding, or parafitical. With educated perfons even, and 
perfons deiirous to be charitable, manner offends and 
alienates. How much more, therefore, muft it repel 
thofe who will not be at the trouble to confider whether 
it is anything but manner which difpleafes, whether 
there is not good behind after all. Hence a trivial 
manner, or rough, or cold ; loquacity or taciturnity, are 
ferious evils. We are not to excufe ourfelvcs to our- 
felves by alleging our natural temperament, and that we 
mean no harm, but rather we fhould fet ourfelves to 
carry out this principle — '* Let not your good be evil 
fpoken of." " I will cat no meat while the world 
fbmdeth, left I make my brother to offend." ''Woe 
unto him by whom the ofience cometh :" for as dif- 
ference of degree in fin does not make wrong right, 
{o can nothing be exempted from this law as a lefe 
violation of it, if it is a violation at all. For with 
us at leaft the law of love fhould rule ; and love afks 
not what it may fafely do or leave undone, but what 
will pleafe Him Whom the foul loveth ; and it mufb 
certainly be His will that none fhould be hurt, nor 
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grieved, nor eftrangcd by the very ordinance which He 
has appointed for winning and drawing the weak and 
iinful to Himfelf. 

Before this principle, I fubmit, will yield, quit the 
field, and pafs from fight, without argument or attempt 
at felf-defence, dancing, and balls, and {porting, and all 
fafhion in drefs. Reafons may be found for them, as 
reafbns may be found for everything ; and no argument 
can convince thofe that love them unlefs a higher love 
conftrains ; but when that higher love fays — Shine, win 
fouls, manifefl Me, and thefe things or the like of them 
wound or eflrange a weak brother, they will be aban- 
doned at once. 

And this is not that weak conceflion to weak con- 
sciences — fo called — which is generally made by the 
very perfons who affert their liberty in thefe felfifh 
matters. In ceremonies certainly, refpe^ is to be had 
to the weak, and great prudence and charity fhould be 
obferved, but the judgment and wifhes of the ignorant 
are not to be the rule of the Church, which thus would 
have no rule at all, but would vary in every parifh and 
every day. It is one thing to aflert one's own liberty, 
and another to maintain the authority of the Church. 
It is one thing to offend for felf and with no poffible 
profit, and another to offend for the aflertion of prin- 
ciple, and, it is hoped, for ultimate edification. No 
argument cai^ be drawn from one cafe to the other by 
prieft or by people. 

This principle applies to our houfe and to our fa- 
milies as well as to our perfons. We have promifed to 
make our families, if we can^ wholefome examples and 
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patterns for the people to follow. The people's vft!^ 
are on them as well as on us. 

The fubjedl of luxury will be treated hereafter ; but 
we cannot avoid approaching it when we are conlider- 
ing the efiedl of outward appearances upon our people. 
It is here then that I urge : Will any man who knows 
the mind of a parifh towards its clergyman, the eye 
with which it regards him, venture for a moment to 
deny that all the ways and doings of the parfonage are 
the ftaple of goffip to the poc^e ? It is uieleis to com- 
plain of this fa£i. Thus it is, and thus it will be, for all 
our remonilrances ; and on the flrength of it I go further 
and afk — Will any perfon knowing this deny that grand 
dreiles, and furniture, choice wines, a difplay of plate on 
the table, fafhionable hours, trifling habits on the part 
of the inhabitants, are not a hindrance to the clergy- 
man's uiefulnefs, a blot upon his fair fame, an undoing 
of his preaching ? Do not all thefe things identify the 
parfon more and more with the fquirearchy, and divorce 
him from the alienated portion of our people ? Do 
they riot all help to keep up the impreflion that we are 
a wealthy, eafy-going body, and that the Church is an 
overpaid incubus on the country ? Do they not render 
us unable effedlually to flem the tide of luxury and felf- 
indulgence in which this generation is being drowned, 
and to hold out the faving wood of the Crofs as an ark ? 

And why fhould we complain that we are watched, 
we^ and our houies, and families ? Is it not a teilimony 
to the honour and power of our office, as well as to the 
weight of our refponiibilities ? Is it not a means of doing 
the greateft poffible good, of preaching by deeds, always 
fo much more efficacious than woid&l ^ox^x^?)^^^ 
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the pifture. Suppofe our table plain, our furniture, 
and our perfons fimple. Suppofe our hours regular, 
and our habits quiet; our devotions frequent; our 
whole life felf-denying ; our contempt for falhion ma- 
nifefled by our difregard for it ; our diftindt poiition 
teftified by non-conformity to the world ; what could 
we do better in this cafe than to throw open our doors 
and let the people behold ? The fpeftacle would be 
more perfuaiive than any fermon of words. 

'* Ye know from the firft day that I came into Alia, 
after what manner I have been with you at all feafbns. 
Yea, ye yourfelves know that thcfe hands have minif- 
tered unto my neceffities." What an appeal is here ! 
If we could thus invite our people to fee us as we arc 
at our homes, we might as well complain of their lif- 
tening to our fermons, as of their deiirc to know how 
we live, and whether we are what we preach. S. 
Chryfoflom fays, that to ofiend is worfe than to commit 
facrilege. 

'* For if to dig down a Church is bad and unholy, 
how much more a fpiritual temple ! for a man is more 
venerable than a Church, for Christ died not for the 
fake of the walls, but for thefe temples." ^ 

If there be truth in the principles advanced in this 
and the two former chapters, we may well kneel with 
our people, and cry for ourfelves as well as for them. 

That it may pleafe Thee to give us true repentance ; 

to forgive us all our fins, negligences and ignorances / 

and to endue us with the grace of Thy Holy Spirft to 

amend our lives according to Thy Holy Word ; 

We befeech Thee to hear us, O Lord.

CHAPTER IV. 

TONE. 

N the laft chapter we confidered the im- 
portance of outward thmgs as ezpreflive 
of inward charadler; but the prime 
matter is that there fhould be fbmething 
to exprefs. No man, we allowed, may defpife exter- 
nals. Why ? Becaufe they afiedl others as indications 
of principles and difpoiitipns. It is the experience of 
mankind that, one man taken with another, our manner 
and minor a£ls tell us, as the hands tell the time of a 
clock } that there is a moral connedtion between the 
two, and one fo hard to diilever, that it feldom is done, 
fo feldom that we are not bound to look for exceptions^ 
although doubtlefs there are fuch. View then this faO. 
from the other fide. Manner exprefles character. It 
is becaufe charadler produces manner. Our inward 
man will tell its tale. Whether we will or no our 
converfation, lefTer a£lions,and manner will be a tranf^ 
parency to our moral condition, and by them we preach 
well or ill, preach Heaven or the world. If we would 

E 
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have the expreffion right, we muft right that charafbr 
which exprefles itfelf. 

S. Ambroie refiifed to ordain one perfon, and to al- 
low another to walk before him, judging of them merely 
by their carriage ; and events proved that he was right.* 
If they had not done fo, the faint might ftill have refled 
upon this fan6lion — '* A man's attire, and exceffive 
laughter, and gait, (how what he is.**' 

Nothing influences others fo much as charadler. 
Few people are capable of reafbning, and fewer ftill like 
the trouble of it ; and befides, men have hearts as well as 
heads. Hence confiftency, reality, ever-prefent prin- 
ciple ihining through the perfon in whom they dwell, 
and making themfelves perceptible, have more weight 
than many arguments, than much preaching. And 
befides, the natural expreffion of principles through the 
lefler a^ of daily life is more influential as being in- 
dired. It difarms a man. There is no reproof in it, 
no reproof, that is to fay, efpecially intended for himfelf. 
He cannot briflle up, and fet himfelf againft it. It is 
barbed by confcience, not by us, and drawn at a ven- 
ture, fmites Ahab to the heart. Aiid after all, is not 
this general convidtion that a man's natural manner ex- 
prefles his charadler, not a mere make-fliift proof, a 
guefs, a proximate teft, and a next-beft means of know- 
ledge, feeing that we cannot difcem the heart, but 
fomething hx better? Does it not refl on a great 
ia£l, that habitual goodnefs is the greatefl virtue : that 
any man may be a hero at a pinch, may do a fingle

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brave, generous, dilinterefted, kind deed, but not every- 
one can fo govern himfelf day by day as always in 
word, and deed, in tone, and expreilion to be courteous, 
thoughtful, modeft, loving; which indeed is nothing 
elfe than fo to live, and fo to be ; to be, thus'courteous, 
thoughtful, modeft, and loving ? For example : we defire 
not to fandlion greedinefs, and felf-indulgence, and ex- 
penfivenefs in eating and drinking, but can we avoid 
doing fo by any other means than habitual mortification 
of our own palate ? Without this we are never fafe : 
we may at fome unwary moment fhow our pleafiire in 
the wine of fome vintage, or fome other delicacy, and 
fo fet our feal to the world's ways of '* making provi- 
iion for the fleih to fulfil the lufb thereof." Forfurcly 
it is hr worfe to take thought — '* what fhall we eat or 
what fhall we drink " by laying up choice wines and 
the like, than by being anxious for fupport. 

Love of money may lie hid for a time, but in a 
chance converfation, or fome little tranfadion, it will 
tranfpire that the parfon is not like George Herbert, 
** flighting and difefteeming it even to wondering that 
the world fhouldfo much value wealth,"^ but, alas ! of one 
mind with his fiu-mers and his tradefmen. Irreverence 
will fhow itfelf in gefture or tone, even in the moft fo- 
lemn times. Vanity cannot be hid. Moral cowardice 
will come out, juft when courage is moft needed.' So 
with impatience, felfiflinefs, and every other fault; they 
** cannot be hid." 

But chiefly I would dwell upon a point lefs evident, 
and yet one which few among us can have helped feel- 
. 1 Prieft in the Temple, chap. iii. 
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ing at one time or another, — the tfk&. of prcfent tone 
upon miniilrations. At one time we are at home in 
the iick room, full of awe, fympathy, difcernment of 
Christ fuffering in His members; at another, cold, 
hard, carelefs. At one time we are all iimplicity and 
a^dtion in the fchool-room ; at another, obfcure, harfh, 
uninterefting, becaufe uninterefled. The fame is the 
cafe very painfully with preaching, and with the per- 
formance of the Burial Office. 

Now doubtlefs much of this is phyfical, and much 
alfo is part of that moral inconflancy which is thus ez- 
preiled in the Imitation of Christ. ** Quamdiu vixeris, 
mutabilitati fubjedlus es, etiam nolens : ut modo Isetus, 
modo triftis, modo pacatus, modo turbatus, nunc de- 
votus, nunc indevotus, nunc ftudiofus, nunc acediofus, 
nunc gravis, nunc levis inveniaris."^ 

But whatever be the caufe, and whatever the excufe, 
does not the fa£l (how the immenfe importance of a 
right tone at the time of our miniftrations ? Are we 
not Christ's meflengers juft fb ^r as we have it, and 
mere men juft fb far as we have it not : fo hx that is 
as our own adtion is concerned, and not taking into 
account facraments and intercefTory and abfolving ads 
-which by God's grace depend not upon man's infirmi- 
ties? 

Whatever then tends to nounih and to keep alive in 
us a fpirit of devotion, tempers of thoughtfidnefs, dead- 
nefs to the world, difcernment of the unfeen, fympathy, 
gentlenefs, awe, religious cahnnefs, is to be fought by 
us with perfevering eameihiefs. Whatever tends to

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diminifh theie tempers and fpiritua] powers is with the 
like earneflnefs to be fhunned and fled from with fear 
and diflike. Whatever tends to fecularize, chilly deaden, 
harden, lower our tone of mind, is to be avoided as a 
minifterial temptation, as an offence againft our vows, 
fuch as mixing ourfelves up in the pomps and vanities 
of the world, would be againft thofe which we made at 
our Baptifm. 

Hence negatively ; we fhould avoid all fecular occu- 
pations, both as coniuming time which fhould be de- 
voted to work, and becaufe they fecularize. " No man 
that warreth entangleth himfelf with the affairs of this 
life."^ " Meditate upon thefe things," concern thyfelf 
with fpiritual matters, raOra fiekdra," give thyfelf wholly 
to them." 2 

It was for this purpofe that our forefathers endowed 
us with glebe and tithe, offering and fee, that we might 
be difengaged inwardly and outwardly from the world, 
always ready and meet for our duties, fpiritual men 
fpiritually minded for a fpiritual work. 

The ancient Church felt fo ftrongly on this point, 
that in Africa whofoever made a clergyman his exe- 
cutor was deprived of her offices after his deceafe. And 
the fourth general council fubjeded to ecclefiaflical cen- 
iures thofe of the clergy who fhould take in hand worldly 
a&irs.' 

Friends and neighbours come to us and fay, " Un- 
dertake this : diredl that. No one will do it fo well. 
It is furely a work of charity." If we yield, we add

to oar temptadons, we confanie precknis time, we con- 
found the line of demarcation between the prieft and 
layman, and encourage the poor to confider us ** gen- 
tlemen,^ and no more. 

Now fo idx from the laity having any right to aik 
03 to undertake theie fecular offices, they on the con- 
trary fhould come forward and relieve us of the tem- 
poral labours connected with our parifhes. What are 
churchwardens for, what fidefmen, but for thefe two 
purposes, to occupy and intereft the laity in good 
works, and to relieve us fo ^ that we may " give 
ourielves continually to prayer and to the miniftry of 
the word ?'* 

They who think that they can fafely yield to thefe 
folicitations if they appoint an afliflant to take the fpi- 
ritual work of the parifh, fhould confider Bifhop Wilfon's 
words — • 

** He is but the vain image of a paflor, an idol (hep- 
herd, who choofes to abandon his flock, and leave them 
to the conduft of thofc who have no concern for them« 
and entrufl the falvation of thofe fouls to others for 
whom he is himfelf refponfible to God.*'1 

And indeed his own title reminds fuch an one of this 
fa£l. His fubftitute is not curate, but affiflant curate. 
He himfelf has curam animarum, and cannot divefl 
himfelf of this honour or reproach, as he makes it. 
Alas ! he will fbon feel in his own fpiritual deterioration 
what a mifhike he has made in fecularizing himfelf; 
or if he feels it not, fo much greater the injury he 
receives,

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But if It be a miflake in us unadvifedly, yet with un- 
ielfilh motives, to undertake a work not defigned for us» 
negleding in fome meafure that which is, what can be 
faid for thofe who uncalled, and for their own pleafure 
or advantage undertake fecular employments^ and un- 
fpiritoalize themielves fo hi forth in the eyes of others, 
and in their habits of mind ? 

Poverty will certainly excufe us, to fome extent, 
that is within limits, if that poverty be real, and not 
£ditious and imaginary. Where the Church has been 
plundered, the laity cannot blame priefb who labour 
even with their own hands for fupport : but there mull 
be a neceffity for juflification. 

It is not only then from fear of cauiing fcandal, and 
from a tender folicitude for immortal fouls, left any 
ihould be perplexed and hindered by our liberty (fup- 
poiing we have it) : but it is out of fpiritual fore- 
thought for ourfelves, our own condition of mind and 
heart which muft fbon tell upon our people, that we 
ihould avoid the hardy fports fo dear to Engliihmen, 
as well as the levity of the ball-room. We cannot, 
unlefs we be faints, preierve ourfelves in our true con- 
dition as fpiritual men if we yield ourfelves to the rough- 
nefs of the one or to the foftnefs of the other ; and moft 
afTiu-edly, if we be faints and fuperior to the temptation, 
we fhall be found in our churches, or cottages, or 
clofets, and not in fcenes which are alien to a fpirit of 
devotion.^ 

^ Thefe remarks are by no means intended to difcourage pa- 
rochial cricket, or bowls and the like, if adopted for the good of the 
pariih| and confined to parochial ufet. 
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It is not hard^ however^ to obtain a condemnation 
of clerical iports. Few now will defend them, and 
thofe few are men of no weight. Ought we then to 
be fatis£ed^ to congratulate ourfelves on our improved 
condition^ to defjpife the paft generation and to exalt 
ourfelves over it \ Candour and prudence alike forbid 
fuch a courfe. For would not the iporting parfbn of 
the laft century have condemned the mail-clad Bifhop 
leading his retainers into the field at the call of his 
feudal fuperior ? Would not the fox-hunter have con- 
trailed his own peaceful amuiements with thofe fierce 
purfuitSj fo unfuited to the heralds of the Gofpel of 
peace ? Surely he would. And now we condemn him 
in our turn. Yet what did the mail-clad Bifhop but 
conform to the fpirit of his times ? What more or lefs 
did the fox-hunting parfon ? Was he not what the 
fquire and his farmers expeded of him ? As much may 
be faid for the one as the other. They wounded no pre- 
judices^ did nothing flrange^ were men of rude virtues, 
fuited each to their times. This is their *' cafe.'* 

And is there no nineteenth century abufe? No 
manner of life contrary to our profeffion, injurious to 
our fhite of mind, no confumption of money, time, and 
energies due to other purfuits, yet one which is cuf- 
tomary, which the world tolerates, which feems not 
fh-ange, which is in accordance with the fpirit of the 
times ? Is it likely, is it credible that there fhould be 
no fuch temptation and peril abroad for us ? 

For myielf, I believe our evil not to be a fingle flrange 
cuftom belonging to the times, but a general conformity 
to their fpirit; leading an indiflindUve life, being Hire 
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our neighbours, in matters no one of which is wrong, 
perhaps, until we bring in the fa£i of the prieflhood as 
its touchftone. '* This may be very well for others, but 
is it proper for us ? Is this what our tithes were given 
for ? Is this why we arc in one fenfe men of leifure ? 
Is this fuited to thoie who are to preach the Crofs by 
all they fay and do, to be way-pofts to Heaven at every 
turn?'* 

If the mifchief of old was conformity to fecular habits 
is it not likely to be the fame now ? And will not 
another age put its finger on our error as readily as we 
do on thofe of the pall ? If it does not, it will be only 
from want of information to guide it. There will be 
no records of battle-fields with Biihops amongft the 
ilain : nor are our habits as definite as tho(e of the fox* 
hunter ; but if our children can know them, I doubt 
not they will fay when they look at the parfonages 
which we have built, and get a notion of the habits of 
thofe who live in them — '* The fault of the Vicarage is 
that it is an imitation and epitome of the Hall. The 
arrangements, furniture, hours, habits are copies of 
thofe of the fquire. It is the world on a fmall fcale, 
not the houfe of a prophet." 

There is no way of efcape from thefe habits but a 
conflant recurrence to the firft principle of our order, 
to the remembrance that we are God's Kkrjpo^y a fpecial 
fociety for a fpecial purpofc which mult have its own 
rules and fulfil its own office. The fame clearnefs of 
fight and fbrength of purpofe which in the middle ages 
made many refufe to go into battle, would deliver us 
alfb. Wc mufl: have our own houfes, our own fort of 
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vifiting, our own manner of houfehold^ our own table. 
The modem fyftem of dinner vifiting, daily becom- 
ing more and more co%, confuming time and money 
which is not ours to fpend on it, muft go, or be re- 
duced within definite and very ftrid limits. It is not 
for us. We can neither read, pray, vifit, give, nor be 
what we ought if we yield to it. Evening fchool, and 
evening prayer, choir pradtice muft facrifice it or be fa- 
crificed to it. We muft content ourfelves with being 
unlike fome of our clerical neighbours until they with us 
are unlike our iecular friends, becaufe it is their duty and 
ours fo to be. And this change is becoming more and 
more neceifary, for the population is growing fo much 
fafter than the funds of the Church, that either we muft 
give up building Churches, or limit the miniftry to the 
rich, unlefs the clergy can throw off the expenie of being 
** gentlemen,** and can live contented and happy on 
little, becaufe their habits are fimple. 

*' Do not imagine,** fays holy Bifhop Wilfon, '* that 
all that belongs to your Church belongs to you. You 
have indeed a right to live by the altar, but not in 
luxury. . . The goods of this world, much more the 
goods of the Church, are mere depofitums, put into 
the hands of men for the common good of the Church 
and 'of mankind. By what right can thofe who do 
nothing at all claim a (hare of thofe tithes which 
are by Jesus Christ appointed for the propagation 
of the Gofpel ? To fatisfy avarice, ambition, lux- 
ury, or pleafures with thefe is no better than facrilege. 

** They that recommend eternal poOeflions to others, 
oqght to fhow by their lives that they are themfelves 
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verily perfuaded of the vanity of all earthly pleafures, 
avoiding luperfluities, &c. Jesus Christ preached up 
the contempt of the world by contemning it Himfelf."^ 

A handfbmely furnifhed parfonage is an* indifcretion, 
if the coil is defrayed from private means ; but if it is 
paid for out of the Church's revenue, it is an injuflice. 
May God deliver us fpeedily from the contrail which 
ftill too often exifls between the parfon's houfe and the 
Church, between the redlory garden and the Church- 
yard. I will not dwell on it, left I fhould fay too 
much, and yet fay too little. 

But we are confidering the e£k^ of worldly habits 
upon ourfelves, how they lower our tone when we re- 
quire every aid to lift us up and to fuftain us. Wc 
muft aim at this fuftained fpirit of devotion by pofitivc 
means as well as negative. Habits of devotion, devo- 
tional a£ls can alone keep alive a devout fpirit. The 
ftudy before recommended, efpecially the ftudy of Holy 
Scripture is one mighty engine, and another is frequent 
prayer. It was partly the eflfeft of worldly habits in con- 
fuming the time due to devotions which led to remarks, 
which fome may perhaps think fevere. They wiU 
not do fo however, I am perfuaded, when they feel the 
difficulty of preferving fufficient time for felf-improve- 
ment, or even for the retention of their moral and in-' 
telledlual pofition. 

With regard to devotions, example will be more 
acceptable and convincing than advice; and the ex- 
amples cited (hail not be thofe of early or mediasval 
faints living under rule, and feeming to dwell on heights 
^ Sac Priv. Saturday, Friday, and WednefHay. 
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umpproachable to ourfelves, but of men of our own 
Church, and that, fubfequently to the Reformation. 

The devotions of Biihop Andrewes are in our hands. 
They confift of forms for each day, compiled by him- 
felf from Scripture, and Liturgies, occaiional depreca- 
tions, interceffions, meditations, and prayers for almoft 
every a6tion. In his Preparation for Prayer he recog- 
nizes the feven hours. In the preface of the firft pub- 
lifhers, a.d. 1647, it is ftated : ** The life of this reve- 
rend father was a life of prayer. Five hours in a day 
he fpent in his devotions." And in the preface to 
another edition, a.d. 1648, it is faid : ** Had you feen 
the original manufcript, happy in the glorious deformity 
thereof, being ilubbered with his pious hands, and 
watered with his penitential tears, you would have 
been forced to confefs that book belonged to no other 
than primitive devotion."^ 

And yet Lauicelot Andrewes was a Bifhop, and a 
devoted fhident, mailer of Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
Chaldee, Syriac, and Arabic, beiides fifteen modem 
languages ; a controverfialifl, a moil learned and thought- 
ful preacher, and a great renovator of waile places, 
a6Ung on commiifions repeatedly, and conftantly re- 
ferred to in ecclefiaflical matters. How did he find 
time for all theie ? The anfwer is at hand. Although 
Privy councillor, ** he fpake and meddled little in civil 
and temporal a£airs, being out of his profefiion and 
element."^ This was his principle, and when carried

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out it made time for the high and holy work by which 
we profit at this difhmce of time. 

Dr. Hammond was a fcholar and writer of no or- 
dinary kind^ and condu6led a very heavy correfpondence 
with fcholars^ and perfons needing guidance and com- 
fort ; but we have this account of his prayers after he 
had been driven from his parifh. *' Beiides occafional 
and fupernumerary addreiles, his certain perpetual re- 
turns exceeded David's ' feven times a day.' As foon 
as he was ready, which was ufually early, he prayed 
in his chamber with his fervant, in a peculiar form 
compofed for that purpoie. After this he retired 
to his own more iecret devotions in his clofet. Be- 
twixt ten and eleven in the morning he had a folemn 
interceifion in reference to the national calamities : to 
this after a little diflance fucceeded the morning office 
of the Church, which he particularly defired to perform 
in his own perfon, and would by no means accept the 
cafe of having it performed by any other. In the 
afternoon he had another hour of private prayer, which 
on Sundays he enlarged, and fo religioufly obferved, 
that if any necefTary bufinefs or charity had diverted 
him at the ufual time, he repaired his foul at the coft 
of his body, and notwithftanding the injunctions of his 
phyficians, which in other cafes he was careful to obey, 
fpent the fupper time therein. About Bve of the 
clock the folenm private prayers for the nation, and 
the evening fervice of the Church returned. At bedtime 
his private prayers clofed the day : and after all, even 
the night was not without its office, the fifty-firft 
Pfalm being his deiigned midnight entertainment. In 
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his prayers^ as his attention was fixed and fteady, fo 
was it inflamed with paffionate fervours^ infomuch that 
very frequently his tranfport threw him proftrate on 
the earth ; his tears alfo would interrupt his words."^ 

Of Bifhop Cofin^ a mofl learned divine^ we have in 
our hands the '* Hours" as a withefs to his devotion. 

Dr. Sherlock, who formed the charafter of Bifhop 
Wilfon, a learned and laborious parifh priefl in the 
inmienfe parifh of Winwick, '* often forfook his warm 
bed in the cold feafon of the night, that he might be- 
take himfelf to his devotions ; fo that he fpent the time 
in watching, weeping, and praying, when others were 
at their repofe and fleeping. . . Moreover as if he had 
(what can we imagine lefs ?) fome fecret and invifible 
monition flill at hand to infligate him thereunto, he 
would frequently, and that inflantly, depart the com- 
pany, retire into fecret, to pour forth his foul into 
pious and fervent ejaculations; when and where his 
zeal and tranfports have been fuch, that he hath been 
often overheard. . . He had David's Pfalms adunguem^ 
making refponfes all by heart ; evening and morning as 
the Church prefcribes, he attended public prayers."* 

What fhall we fay then of our failures ? That we 
did all we could, and that no man can do more ? But 
perhaps it was our drynefs, and coldnefs, and fecular 
tone, and the evident abfence in us of the niind of S. 
Stephen who faw the heavens open, and whofe foce 
was as the face of an angel, which made our own

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words inadequate^ and thofe of Scripture and of the 
Church inefie6lual as coming through us. And what 
excufe is there for drynefs^ and hardnefs, and coldnefs^ 
and a fecular tone, if by opening the door to the world 
we clofed the portals of heaven ourfclves, if an unde- 
vout life was the fource of our weaknefs ? 

O cleanfe Thou me from my fecret fins. 

L0RD9 teach us how to pray, as Thou haft ever 
taught Thy difciples. 




CHAPTER V. 



i NE of the jnoft important purpofes for which 
we need time and privaey is eraminadon 
of our parochial work and of ourlelves in 
relation to it. We clergy have a double 
felf and require lelf-rcruany in each region of conduA 
and refponiibility. 

Everj'thing requires looJcing into from time to time. 
We are prone to degeneraU ; and our work varies ; Co 
that even if we were as energetic as at lirll, it does not 
follow that we ftiould be equally foccefifiil, becaufe 
frefh fcenes of labour arile, and the former fcenes re- 
quire a fomewhat difierent treatment. 

If we coniider the &r corners of the parifli ; or per- 
haps the portions neareft to us, and lefs cared for be- 
caufe always at hand, we Ihall conAantly find fomething 
to amend. If we coniider thole perlbns who have 
fallen peculiarly under our care we flial] often percrivc 
negicft or mjfmanagement upon our part. If we con- 
fider our labours and occupations they will require ad- 
ju&iBcat, if nothing more. 
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The fault probably arifes from our unfyftematic 
education, and from a general want of control, and of 
perfonal and particular advice on the part of authorities ; 
but certainly few clergymen difcem the relations of 
their various duties, and attempt to ftrike a balance 
between them. They follow inclination rather than 
principle in this matter, whereas they ought in morals 
to fufpeft that to which they are inclined, and to la- 
bour to perfeft that to which they are not. Thus we 
have the beft choir, with the worft fermon ; attra6live 
preaching without a choir, and with an indifferent 
fchool ; a theologian who is ieldom in the cottage ; a 
diligent vifitor, club manager, clafs teacher, &c., whofc 
fermons are barren of thought and of doftrine. Some 
fpend all their time on fchools, and negledl the men 
and women of their flocks, ftarving them by a paucity 
of fervices, and by the jejunity of their weariibme fer- 
mons. 

Whilft touching upon this point I would proteft 
againft multiplication of fermons throughout the year. 
The religion of England is a religion of hearing, not of 
worfliip ; and we are called upon to fet our face againfl 
this grievous corruption of the Gofpcl. Two fermons a 
week are even more than we ought to have conflantly 
incumbent upon us. They demand more time than we 
ought to have for preparing them, and more knowledge, 
and ability than mofl men poflefs. If by any means we 
could get rid of one Sunday fermon without offending 
our people and driving them away, and could fubflitute 
catechizing, or catechizing concluded by a ten- minutes 
addrefs, we fhould do them and ourfelves the greatefl 
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poffible fervice. This however is ieldom pradUcable now, 
whatever it may have been in the days of our fore- 
others. To give up the afternoon fermon would often 
be to empty our Churches ; but we can perhaps ouft 
the fermon once a month, or fhorten it by the adoption 
of catechizing. If we do fb, we muft take the greateft 
pains with our catechizing, pains with our catechumens 
as well as ourfelves, fo that the people may hear, and 
refled, and go along with us in intereft, a matter of no 
trifling difficulty. But this at leaft we can do, we can 
fteadily refill the falfe flep of eftabliihing a weekly 
fermon or le6lure all the year through, and of bringing 
our people to come to late fervices by means of a fermon.^ 
The firft of thefe errors involves not only the multi- 
plication of preaching and hearing already complained 
of, but the equable diftribution of it over the year. The 
Catholic and Proteftant fyilems are at variance on this 
point. The Proteftant fyftem is that of a religious level.. 
Its year is divided into fifty- two fundays of equal im- 
portance,— except perhaps Eafier and Whitfunday, and 
if there be any addition at all, it is made on the fame 
level plan by intercalating a lediure. The Church 
however, perceives our natural unfitnefs to celebrate 
Chrifimas and Eafier without a previous feafon of 
penitence, and knows that to conquer great faults great 
efforts are needed, and that the four weeks of Ad- 
vent, and the fijc weeks of Lent, devoted to purifying 
the foul by increafed meditation and ads of devotion 
are effedual for great vidlories over fin, and for real ad- 
vancement in liolinefs. Now fuppofe that we preach

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twice a week all the year upon Sunday^ and once upon 
Thursday evening — the popular day, although the 
weekly commemoration of the Crucifixion is but one 
day later in the week — what more can we do, and 
what more can our people do in Advent and Lent, 
during which we fhould make efforts, and refort to un- 
ufual means of devotion ? Can they hear more with 
profit, unleis it be on Eves, or in Holy Week ? Can 
we fay more with efiedl ? Neither we can, nor they 
can, unlefs mere talking and hearing be godlinefs, and 
milefs patience with ourfelves, and patience with us, be 
the virtue fought by our people and by us through fuch 
ezerciies.^ 

A weekly le^hire is an oppofition to the Church 
fyflem, a negation of Advent and Lent, and the fbun* 
dations which fupport them are a proof of the corrup- 
tion of the times in which they were made, and a per- 
manent injury to our own.^ 

The other evil alluded to was the ufing fermons for 
bait, to draw people to fervice. Surely this is a grievous 
irreverence, and moreover foflers the prcfent corruption 
of hearing in place of worfhipping, which we ought to 
combat with all the powers we have. On this point

Uier the evil could not be remedied by fubftituting for fermont, 
quiet expofitions of prophecies, and difficult paflages ; and a con- 
tinuous ecdefiaitical hiftory made interefting by anecdotes. This 
laft fubje^fc might occupy years. Such a plan would be the means* 
of conveying much folid information, and would obviate the moral 
evil of perpetual exhortation and deadening appeal to the feelings. 
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we ought from time to time to coniider our pradticc, 
and to afcertain whether we do not give to our people 
too much teaching in quantity, and too littie in quality ; 
whether we allow needlefs preaching to fuperiede other 
offices and duties, or whether we fuffer it or fecular 
interruptions to make even neceffary fermons power- 
lefs from our want of knowledge, and meditation. 
Ineflimable are the four Ember feafons which call us 
to thefe refledlions, and do not fuffer us to go on long 
in our miftakes and negle6ls, if we properly ufe them ; if 
we give ourfelves in them to retirement and prayer, and 
to earned endeavours to make our fervice more accep- 
table to Him Who made us His fhepherds, by becoming 
better paftors to the fheep for whom He fhed His Own 
Blood. 

None of thefe feafons fhould pafs without our reading 
through the Ordination Service in folemn examination 
of felf. It were beft to do this on our knees, and as 
before the Seat of the Judge, confeffing and bewailing 
our fins as we fee them ; and though it be grievous to 
fee our fins and our feilures, yet happy are we in com- 
parifon with thofe who fhall perceive their negledb for 
the firfl time by the confuming brightnefs of Christ's 
coming, when tears cannot quench the thirfl, nor cool 
the flames of the lofl. 

There arc other aids to felf-knowledge, our own 
written vows, the records of our failures written now 
in our diaries that they may not be written in the book 
of God's judgment ; our firfl vows ; our refolutions 
made lafl year ; or during the lafl Ember days* 
. There are alfo thofe heart-piercing books which we 
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can never ftudy too much — Herbert's Prieft to the 
Temple, and Bifhop Wilfon's Sacra Privata, — the deep, 
folemn words of which fink one by one into the depths 
of our fouls. 

. Befides, there is the couniel of friends. '* Faithful," 
faith the Scripture, ** are the wounds of a friend." 

Of Hammond we read— "The principal thing he 
contrafted for in friendlhip was a free ufe of mutual 
admonition ; which he confined not to the grofler guilts 
which enemies and common ^me were likely to ob- 
ferve and mind men of, but extended it unto prudential 
failings, indecencies, and even fufpicious and barely 
doubtfiil adlions ; nay, beyond that, unto thofe virtuous 
ones which might have been improved and rendered 
better. He was ufed to fay, * It was a poor defign of 
friendlhip to keep the perfon he admitted to his breaft 
only from being fcandalous, as if the phyfician fhould 
endeavour only to fecure his patient from the plague.' 
And what he thus articled for, he pundlually himfelf 
performed, and exa6led back again to be returned unto 
himfelf." 

*' And if for any while he obferved that no remem- 
brance had been offered to him, he grew afraid and al- 
moft jealous of the omiffion, fufpefting that the courtier 
had fupplanted the friend, and therefore earneftly en-, 
forced the obligation of being faithful in this point : 
and when with much ado fomewhat of advertifemcnt 
was picked up, he received it always as a huge kind- 
nefs ; and though the whole ground of it happened to 
be miftake,yet he ftill returned moft affeftionate thanks.''^.

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A true fi-iend may be fafely confulted. This is a very 
difierent thing from inviting the criticifms of our people, 
and making them our Biihops. It is well enough to know 
what they think, and how words and deeds ftrike them, 
but it is better to be ignorant than to encourage them 
in criticizing their teachers. What we have to afcertain 
from them is, whether they underftand our teaching 
and condufl, not whether they approve them.^ 

All that our friend fays is not obligatory upon us. 
We can weigh well his advice, as indeed we ought to 
do, if we afk it, but we are free not to ad upon it. 
We are not bound to change our ritual to pleafe an- 
other, to read prayers oratorically inflead of on one 
note, to alter cufloms bafed on principles, and confider- 
ately adopted ; but his comment upon our manner in 
adling out our own principles is mofl valuable ; as if, 
becaufe we would read prayers on one note we fhould 
tmintentionally read them rapidly and harfhly, inflead 
of reciting diilinAly and mufically ; or when we would 
avoid bombail in reading the leffons we fhould Ml into 
an apathetic manner, and deprive the words of their 
force and interefl by our hardneis and dulnefs ; or 
fhould read inarticulately, which is a great grievance to

The negle^fc of catechizing makes the difcourfe of the pulpit of 
very little ufe. People do not underftand the very words made ufe 
of in the Go^.— Bp, Wilfon*8 Sac. Priy. Friday Med. 
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the poor ; or as if> when we would check fbrwardnds 
or religious cant, or interference, or goffip in others, we 
ihould be fhort and (harp with the ofiender, inflead of 
grave and quiet in the ezpreffion of our difpleafiire ; or, 
ihould we get into a duU, unimpaflioned manner of 
preaching on the one hand, or a drained, empty, unem« 
phatic emphafis ; declaiming dogma, which is as bad as 
exhorting dogmatically ; whereas the perfc6Hon of the 
former is gravity and cleamefs, and of the latter warmth 
and feeling.i And fo on in a hundred ways. We are 
conftantly idiofyncrafizing of ourfelves, and becoming 
peculiar ; and without the flighteft confcioufneft com- 
mitting numberlefs minor faults which mar our ufefulncft. 
Who can tell us thefe but a friend ? Who better than he 
can deliver us from the misfortune of retarding the pur* 
pofe and efieft of our principles by our perfonal filings ? 
** When (George Herbert) at his induftion was fhut 
into Bemerton Church, being left there alone to toll the 
bell (as the law requires him,) he flayed fb much longer

bombaft is its falfehood. Wherever there is truth in ezpreilion, 
there is force. We are always fafe when we are natural towards 
our fubje^L This principle rules the reading of Holy Scripture. 
We ihould read it intelligently and forcibly, but becaufe it is the 
Word of OoD, truth fobers our manner, and forbids us to read M 
we preach. So alfo with the prayers. Feeling is fubdued by the 
thought of fpeaking to Ood, and calmed and equalized by the idea 
of fervice. Hence the mufical tone. 
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than on ordinary times before he returned to thofe 
friends that ftayed expefting him at the Church door, 
that his friend Mr. Woodnot looked in at the Church 
window, and faw him lie proftrate on the ground be- 
fore the altar; at which time and place (as he often 
told Mr. Woodnot) he iet fome rules to himfelf, for the 
future management of his life ; and then and there made 
a vow to labour to keep them."^ 

Can there be any place fo fuited for humiliation, for 
prayers, and for vows as the Church in which we ferve ? 
There is the Altar : with what affiduity , attention, rever- 
ence, and afiedion have we ofiered and miniilered at it ? 
There are the fteps where our people kneel : how have 
we fought to prepare them ? There is the pulpit : how 
have we uied it ? have we done our beft in matter and 
manner ? There are the feats : do we, when we 
preach, bear in mind the wants of thofe who occupy them, 
or follow our own fancies ? There is a place once occu- 
pied by one who is gone to his account, and there ano- 
ther, and another. How did we treat thefe men in their 
laft hours ? Did their fouls die as well as their bodies ? 

Again : who are we ? How came we here ? Who 
built this Church ? Who has ferved in it ? What are 
we but one link in the chain, and that too the feebleft ? 
We too fhall foon pafs away like our predeceflbrs. Wc 
minifter to the living over the dead, foon with the firft, 
or before them, to be joined to the laft. 

And what then ? What fhall follow ? 

Let this meditation in the fandhiary be our remedy, 
as it was that of David, for the troubles around us,

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There we fhall find a folution, as he did, and fee the end 
of the wicked, and the end of the juft. " O how fud- 
denly do they confume : perifh, and come to a fearful 
end ! Yea, even like as a dream when one awaketh : 
fo (halt Thou make their image to vanifh out of the city. 
But it is good for me to hold me faft by God, to put 
my truft in the Lord God : and to fpeak of all Thy 
works in the gates of the daughter of Zion." And he 
who enters his Church at night, when no one belonging 
to this world is near, when only the bat wheels about 
in the roof, and the night breeze rattles the cafement, 
and kneels before the God of quick and of dead in 
filence and awe, will be filled with feelings and 
thoughts which he cannot forget, and which will help 
him to move in things feen as amid thofe which are 
not feen, to die whilft he lives, and to be to his people 
more what he ought to be, a link between this world and 
the next ; one who has been within the veil and come 
forth ; a Paul who has feen and heard things of Para- 
dife. 

It is at fuch feafons efpecially that we can lay before 
our God that which after our own fins fhould be our 
chief forrow, the fins of our people. We cannot only 
pour out our griefs before Him and fliow Him of our 
trouble, at being fo ufelefs as we are ; but, praying for 
thofe who do not pray, and weeping for thofe who will 
not weep, we can intercede for our wandering flieep, 
which in too many cafes is all that is left to us. 

The prieft, fays the Ruflian Church, *' cannot do 
otherwife if he have the bowels of a father and mother, 
as he ought to have (i Thefi". ii. 7), than grieve with 
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S. Paul over finners (Gal. iv. 19 ; 2 Cor, xi. 29), and 
wafh their wounds like the fame Apoftle and other true 
paftors of old, not in the Church only, but alfo upon 
his couch with his tears (A6b xx. 19, 31 ; 2 Cor. ii, 
4; xii. 21 ; Phil. iii. i8)."l 

Thus alfo Bifhop Wilfon— 

** He who bewails not the fins of his people, and 
does not by his own tears, make as it were fbme amends! 
for their impenitency, is not worthy to be their mediatoi' 
with God." 

Gracious God, look down in mercy upon the mifer- 
able cafe of thofe whom I now prefent before Thee. 
Touch their hearts moft powerfully from above, that 
they may fee, before it be too late, the danger of living 
without God in the world, for Jesus Christ's fake. 
Amen.* 

O Jesu, impart to me a portion of that fpirit of 
meeknefs which prevailed with Thee to preach to a 
people who regarded Thee not, who defpifed, who 
crucified Thee. Then why fhould I, who am a finner^ 
complain of my unfiiccefsfiil labours ? 

Forgive, gracious God, the fiiults I have committed 
in this great work of the miniftry ; and let no unwor-> 
thinefs in me hinder Thy bleifings from the fouls com-^ 
mitted to my care. Amen.*

CHAPTER VI. 

PERSEVERANCE. 

'RINCE RUPERT was brilliant, but 
Wellington was fuccefsful. Strangers 
charm, but a mother's love is fure. New 
opinions captivate, but the Catholic faith 
alone endures. The root of the three theological virtues, 
faith, hope, and charity, is the unalterable nature of 
God. We fhall have influence and fhall prevail more 
by our confiftency than by our talents, by our fteadfafl- 
nefs than by our imagination and invention. The real 
attradtion of the Church is its repofe, the breadth and 
depth of its foundations, its being in reft. During our 
own times in proportion as the Church of England 
has appeared to have no moral ftead^fbiefs her children 
have forfaken her, and her foes have defpifed her. 
Now that which is the ftrength of the Church fliould 
be our ftrength. 

The uniformity of the feafons, the fucceffion of 
Spring, Summer, Autumn, Winter ; the law of the 
univerfe by which heat and cold, moifhire and droughty 
herb and mineral, produce their efieds, is the ground of 
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that worldly confidence upon which worldly life daily 
proceeds. Without it the earth would be a huge 
gaming houfe» its fields untilled^ its feas unploughed by 
ihips, its mines unexplored, its obje6l loft. 

So with the Church which proceeds calmly year 
after year with her own feafons, under her own Sun, 
with means for ends, and ends the fruit of means. 

With nature and the Church there are fome real de- 
viations from law, or at any rate from primary and 
vifible law ; with the Church more than with nature, 
becaufe moral agents are more free than material agents. 
Faith fimple, or faith arifing from experience, leads us in 
both cafes to be fuperior to thefe deviations, and to expeft 
the refults of order, only remembering the exceptions by 
way of explanation one of another, and to quicken our 
defires of that better land where is no failure phyfical 
nor moral, but God who is " all in all " a perfe6l un- 
refifted caufe is manifefted in righteous beings conformed 
to Him their quickening principle. 

There will, there muft be inconfiftencies in us, but. 
in that degree in which we reprefent the Church, hold 
one do6lrine and purfue one courfe, through evil re- 
port and good report, we fhall both poflefs reft and fhall 
fupply it to others, we fhall win our people as fecon- 
dary planets — to revolve with us in a common order 
round one Sun. We muft not be furprifed at making 
flow progrefs in our parifhes, and at times none. Is it 
not fo with ourfelves ? Is anything more difficult in 
felf-examination than to determine whether we have 
made any advance in a particular grace, or are ftation- . 
ary, or have fallen back? Sometimes it appears that 
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one of thefe is our cafe, fometimes another. Progrefi 
is very hard to make, very hard to preferve, very hard 
to afcertain. Si portari vis porta et alium. Si non 
potes te talem facere, qualem vis; quomodo poteris alium 
ad tuum habere beneplacitum.^ 

We muft not be furprifed at defections moral and 
doftrinal. They willtake place, and we can but give 
no occafion for them. 

S. Auguftine thus comfortably and prudently com- 
ments on the forfaking of Christ for His doftrine of 
the Eucharift : *' Abie runt retro, non pauci, led multL 
Hoc forte fadlum efl ad confolationem, quoniam ali- 
quando contingit ut dicat homo verum, et quod dicit, 
non capiatur, atque illi qui audiunt fcandalizantur et 
difcedant. Pcenitet autem hominem dixiile quod ve* 
rum eil : dicit enim apud fe homo, non debui iic dicere, 
non hoc docere debui. Ecce Domino contigit : dixit et 
perdidit multos, remaniit ad paucos. Sed non turba- 
batur ipfe, quia ab initio noverat et qui credentes eiTent, 
et qui non credentes : nos fi nobis pertingat, pertur- 
bamur. Solatium in Domino inveniamus et tamen 
caut^ verba dicamus."^ 

There will be occafions from time to time for fuch 
defe6Uons, do what we will. There are public panics 
and agitations, and parochial panics and agitations. 
That following on the Papal Agrefiion is an inilance. 
It is not in human nature generally to Hand firm at 
fuch times. S. Anfelm ftood nearly alone in his coi>- 
flidl with the firft Henry, S. Thomas a Becket in his

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ftruggle with the fecond. One coward makes another, 
Conceflion is advifed by men of chara6ler and general 
wiidom. The brave ieem rafh, obftinate, felfifh^ but 
they perfevere ; the ftorm dies away ; they have kept 
their ground ; they have won reipedl from their enemies, 
and gratitude from their friends. 

But they who would weather theie ilorms muft be 
prudent as well as bold, muft not fail in a leaky fhip, 
nor in ieas of which they have no chart. To main- 
tain our poll we muft not enter upon one from which 
we may be driven. We muft not exceed our powers. 
We muft keep out of the reach of tyranny by adhering 
to law. So again, anything clearly beyond our bodily 
ftrength at the outlet fhould not be undertaken ; but it 
is no deviation from the rule of perfeverance to abandon 
any parochial adl from inability not forefeen.^ 

This obiervation applies chiefly to fervices. Thefe 
more than anything elfe teftour refolution and patience. 

^ It is yery defirable to haye our parochial machinery as Inez- 
penfiye as poffible. In fome well worked pariflies the Incumbent 
fpends fo much on his choir, fchools, clubs, &«., that if he b not 
himfelf forced to recede eyentualiy, his fucceflbr is nearly fure to 
abandon much of the work. The more that the co-operadon of 
the parishioners, and voluntary work can be introduced the better, 
on thu account, as well as for its own intrinfic yalue, and for the 
tStGt it has in binding men to the Church and to each other ^th 
one love. Indeed riches are a misfortune to a Prieft, not only 
from their temptations to himfelf and his iamily, and from their 
inducements to infincerity and hypocrify in his people, to their 
feeking to him not as a fpiritual paftor, but as a temporal bene- 
fador ; but alfo becaufe his abundance checks the alms and labours 
of others, and makes the parifh hang in unconlcious dependence, 
not on his office, but his perfon. 
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Few clergy who have obeyed the Church and kept 
their vows have efcaped being greatly pained and per- 
plexed at times by the fewnefs of worfhippers. They 
try Morning Prayer, and few come; then Evening 
Prayer, and that pleafes for a time ; but foon all but a 
&ithful few fall off; theie too are thinned by death, 
the iurvivors are often abfent from illnefs or other 
good reafons, and the vacant places are not filled up as 
readily as might be hoped by perfons trained up on 
better principles at fchool, and by preparation for Con- 
firmation. There are various reafons to be given for 
this forrowful fa6l, but they are not our fubjedl. 
What is ? Perfeverance, endurance. If the negledl or 
our people will juftify us in not obeying the Church j 
if we fhall gain flrength in our own chara6ler, and in 
the parifh; if we are not interceiTors; if the world 
does not need a {binding protefl againft its own world- 
lineis ; if this generation does not require a viiible wit- 
nefs to principle, an example of non-conceflion to the 
popular mind, a proclamation of law and order not at 
the difpofal of men, of Fox Dei inflead of vox populi j 
if Christ has promiied His Preience to a crowd, and 
not to two or three, then let the daily Church bell ceafe 
to vex the world and the mifguided religionifb, and to 
call us out of our (Indies into rain, fog, and fhow : but 
Otherwife let it Hill ring, and let us hope by faith and 
obedience to confirm truth in the earth, and ourfelves in 
the love of it, ^nd to draw down a blefSng all the 
greater from the faith which is required to feek it. 

Prudence may indeed enter into this queftion as intp 
Others. Prudence will didate time, mode, and degree 
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in introducing frequent fervices to our people. When 
we have once introduced them, it di6lates perfeverance 
in fpite of difcouragements and fcandals ; perfeverance 
limited only by ability. The man who for any othet 
reafon than want of power abandons his fervices finks 
himfelf and the Church in the eyes of the world, lowers 
himfelf in moral condition, and if he judge aright in 
felf-refpeft alfo. 

The million of S. Francis de Sales at Tonon is one 
of the moil remarkable and confoling examples of per- 
feverance. Tonon was the capital of Chablais, and 
was entirely Calvinift, fo much fo that there was not 
a moral niche of ground on which the Church could 
reft her lever, nor a crevice for the wedge. S. Francis 
therefore took up his abode at Allinges, a neighbouring 
town more than two leagues diftant. Thence he 
travelled daily with a bag in one hand, containing his 
Bible and office-book, and a ftaff in the other. He did 
this without finding any opening at Tonon. The 
people were not allowed to liften to him, and all that 
his weary journeys had in view was the faithfid diA 
charge of his duty, and readinefs when God fhould 
open a door. With this view the miffionary went 
daily to Tonon as pun6lually as if he had the moft 
preiling bufinefs waiting for him, and left at fuch times 
and in fuch weather as the very peafants would not 
venture to face. Rain, fnow, froft, wind, nothing 
prevented him. His friends remonftrated, urged the 
inutility of the proceeding, but he had always one 
reply, *' Know ye not that I am liere to do the bufinefs 
oi my Father Which is in heaven ?" The danger and 
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Juirdfhips which he thus encountered were of no com- 
mon kind. Twice he was obliged to pais the night 
in the open air in winter and ftorm. But the wifdom 
of religion is wifer in the things of religion than the 
world's prudence. Not one of thofe weary journeys 
was thrown away. Firft, the rude foldiers of the 
garrifon at Allinges repented and became good Chrif- 
tians, and at laft on leaving Tonon one evening, S. 
Francis found an opening. Two of the principal men 
in the city were fighting defperately in a duel ; he rulhed 
in at the peril of his life, parted them, reconciled them, 
converted them. The wedge had found a crevice at 
lail ; the lever a fulcrum. Tonon, and then all Chablais 
returned to the bofom of the Church.^ 

But perhaps our trial may be greater even than this. 
We may toil for purpofes which we fhall not live to 
fee accomplifhed, nay, which there feems little hope of 
being accomplifhed at all.^ 

Yet we cannot know that fuch will be the cafe. 
S. Francis could not tell that his weary journeys would 
fucceed. There was every appearance that they would 
not, and yet they did. 

Again, our aim is higher than is capable of entire 
attainment, and ought to be fo. Was ever higher aim 
than that enjoined upon us, even " to bring back all 
fuch as are or fhall be committed to our charge unto 
that agreement in the faith and knowledge of God, and 
to that ripenefs and perfeftnefs of age in Christ, that 
there be no place left among us, either for error in re- 
ligion, or for vicioufhefs in life ?"

We may not aim at anything lefs. Yet can we hope 
to hit this mark ? If we aim at lefs, ihall we hit any 
mark at all ? Labouring then for the higheft we ihall 
attain fomething, although it be ht leis than we deiire. 
There will be confolation, but not fatisfadtion. 

It is fomething furely to hold one's ground, and in a 
ilu6luating age like this, perhaps it is an exceeding great 
fuccefs. There have been many battle-fields in which 
fimply to maintain the ground has been to conquer. 
Such a triumph does not appear fulL There feems 
much more to be done ; but if the fpirit of the one 
party is raifed, and the other broken, the war is really 
at an end. 

Of fuch a viftory S. Paul writes when he fays (£ph. 
vi. ii), *'Put on the whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to fland," '' withfland," ** and having done 
all," or overcome all, Kaiepr^foadfAei^oi, " to fbmd," 
V. 13. '* Stand therefore," v. 14. 

Certainly we have need of fuch thoughts, for the ex- 
perience of the ChrifUan Priefl is very difierent from the 
hopes of the Deacon. Baffled, and foiled, and wearied, 
a man who has fufiered many things, the ^thful priell 
with a few companions ftill makes for his native fhore, 
a difierent man from what he was at the outfet of his 
warfare, when with bright arms and with confcious 
ilrength he fet forth to conquer. The funfet does not 
anfwer to the funrife. When did it ? And yet the 
fpiritual UlyfTes may be greater, and more truly glo- 
rious, and more happy for all his troubles. 

It is precifely the firft part of this train of thought 
which is fo exquifitely painful to thofe who have (hared 
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the Catholic movement in the Church of England from 
the firft, or nearly fo. They remember what they 
once hoped and had reafon to expe6l« when truth 
was new and bright ; and many hearts were open to 
receive it ; and a compad company of brethren preached 
it ; and freih fadb were diiinterred continually from 
the ruins of the paft ; and generous youth embraced 
the ancient ^ith with all its heart. And now, if we 
cling to thefe firft thoughts it is enough to break our 
hearts to remember whom we have loft; and what 
fcandals have given oftence, and what prejudices have 
oppofed the truth; what grievous error has become 
more definite and confirmed from refifting truth ; what 
contempt has been poured upon the very principle of 
the Church; what fufpicions, and perfecutions, and 
depreffions prevent the progrefs of reform. 

But on the other hand how much has been conceded 

« 

and done from the force of the very principles which 
have been refilled, and in conformity with truths which 
have been denied ! How different is our Church now 
from what fhe was a few years back ! 

So it will be with the parifh, as well as with the 
Church at large. Good will refult although not as we 
once hoped, nor all we hoped. There is matter for tears 
and fmiles* Although much fruit do not appear at one 
time, yet there will have been many autumns before we 
too are gathered in. Here a foul will have been kept 
pure, and there one will have been reclaimed and 
cleanfed by repentance. The fum of all thefe preferved 
ones or reclaimed is the fruit of our labours, under God, 
our joy, and hope, and crown of rejoicing. As with the 
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Church, fo with pariflies : only a fmall portion of the 
Church Catholic appears at a time, juft the top of the 
mountains — it has been beautifiilly faid — above the 
waters, the greater part by for being in the unieen 
world : and we, although our parifhes are at any one 
time far from what we could wiih, may have in thofe 
who are fallen afleep, with thofe in whom we now 
taJte pleafure, and thofe who direftly and indiredUy 
fhall hereafter bear fruit through our planting and water- 
ing — may have a goodly congregation to prefent here- 
after, " I and the children whom Thou haft given me.*' 

Let us continue then to fhow a firm front. That it 
is not unbroken is not our fault. If we are not a pha- 
lanx, we can be legionaries, whofe merit is not to de- 
pend on numbers or pofition. Let us fhow a firm 
front againft our old foes on each fide of the Alps, 
Geneva, and Rome; and more than either perhaps, 
againft the political religion and the phyfical philofophy 
of the times in which our lot falls. 

What God intends for the Church of England, good 
or bad we know not, any more than we know what He 
wills for whole Chriftendom. The divifions of the 
Univerfal Church, and of our Church, and the corrup- 
tions of both feem equally hopelefs or hopeful, incur- 
able or remediable. We are in God's Hands in this 
matter ; but in others, we are in our own. Difcharge 
of duty, faithful labour, are by grace in our own power. 
By thefe it may be His will to bring large bleflings to the 
Church : it certainly // His will to beftow them on 
us. Surely of us in the perfon of the Chief Shepherd 
it Is faid. 
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*' Thou art My fervant, O Ifrael, in whom I will be 
glorified. Then I faid, 1 have laboured in vain, I 
have fpenlt my ftrength for nought, and in vain : yet 
furely my juc^ment is with the Lord, and my work 
with my Goo. And now» faith the Lord that formed 
me from the womb to be His fervant, to bring Jacob 
again to Him, Though Ifrael be not gathered, yet fhall 
I be glorious in the eyes of the Lord, and My God 
fhall be My ftrength."! 

" Now then," fays Caxton, at the end of a book, 
*' I will finifh all thefe fables with this tale that fol- 
io weth, which a worfhipful prieft and a parfon told me 
late : he faid that there were dwelling at Oxenford two 
priefts, both Mafters of Arts — of whom, that one was 
quick and could put himielf forth ; and that the other 
was a good, fimple prieft. And fo it happened, that 
the mafter that was pert and quick was anon promoted 
to a benefice or twain, and after to prebends, and to a 
dean of a great prince's chapel, fuppofing and weening 
that his fellow, the fimple prieft, fhould never be pro- 
moted, but be always an annual, or at the moft, a parifh 
prieft. So after a long time that this worfhipful man, 
this dean, came running into a good parifh with fiWQ or 
feven horfes, like a prelate, and came into the Church 
of the faid parifh, and found there this good, fimple 
man, fometime his fellow, which came and welcomed 
him lowly. And that other bade him ' Good morrow, 
Mafter John,' and took him flightly by the hand, and 
axed him where he dwelt. And the good man faid,

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* In this pariih.* ' How,* faid he, * arc ye here a fole 
prieft, or a parifh prieft ?' * Nay, fir,* faid he, ' for a 
lack of a better, though I be not able nor worthy, I 
am parfon and curate of this parifh.' And that other 
vailed his bonnet and faid, * Mafter Parfon, I pray you 
not to be difpleafed ; I had fuppofed ye had not been 
beneficed. But Matter,* faid he, ' I pray you what is 
this benefice worth to you a-year ?* * Forfooth,* faid 
the good, iimple man, ' I wot never ; for I never make 
accompts thereof, how well I have had it four or hvc 
years.* 'And know ye not,' faid he, *what it is 
worth ? — it fhould feem a good benefice.' * No, for- 
footh,' faid he, * but I wot well what it fhall be worth 
to me.' * Why,' faid he, * what fhall it be worth P 

* Forfooth,' faid he, * if I do my true dealing in the 
cure of my parifhes in preaching and teaching, and do 
my part belonging to my cure, I fhall have Heaven 
therefore. And if their fouls be lofl, or any of them, 
by my default, I fhall be punifhed therefore. And 
hereof! am fure.'"^ 

Here is a principle by which we can efUmate our 
labours as well as our benefice or ftipend. It is that of 
the parables. And O, what more can we wifh than to 
have a hope of hearing thofe words — ** Thou hafl been 
faithful over a few things?" The glory and blifs 
which follow this feithfulnefs are fb great that I dare 
not fet them down left I fhould feem to lay claim to

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them. Yet the joy of our Lord has degrees and 
meafures^ and we may long for it in fuch meafure as 
we can receive it ; and this longing enlarges the veflel^ 
and makes it more capable of Him Whom • we long 
for.

HERE may be here inferted the follow- 
ing anecdote from Hearne's edition of 
Langtoft's Chronicle, vol. i. App. to 
Preface, pp. ccviii. — ccxiii. Oxf. 1725. 
It was printed from a MS. of Dugdale, in the Aihmo- 
lean Mufeum, entitled, ' A Tranfcript of a certain 
Narrative written by the late Bifhop of Ely, (Dr. 
Matthew Wren,) with his own hand, of that remark- 
able Conference, which, after his return from Spain, 
with Prince Charles, (anno 1623,) he had with Dr. 
Neale, then Bp. of Durham, Dr. Andrewes, Bp. of 
Winchefter, and Dr. Laud, Bp. of S. David's, touch- 
ing the faid Prince ; whereat fomething prophetical was 
then faid by that Reverend Bifhop of Winchefter.' 

*' On Monday morne by break of the day . . . there 
was a great knocking at the door where I lay. And at 
laft an apprentice (who lay in the (hop) came up to my 
bediide, and told me, there was a meilenger from Win- 
chefter Houie to ipeak with me. The buiinefs was to 
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let me know, that my Lord, when he came from Court 
laft night, had given his fteward charge to order it io^ 
that I might be fpoken with, and be required as from 
him without fail to dine with him on Monday ; but to 
be at Winchefter Houfe by ten of the clock, which I 
wondered the more at ; his Lp. not uiing to come from 
his ftudy till near twelve. My buiinefs would hardly 
permit this; yet becaufe of his Lordfhip's importunity, 
I got up prefently, and into Holborn I went, and there 
ufed fuch defpatch, that foon after ten of the clock I 
took a boat, and went to Winchefter Houie, where I 
found the fteward at the Water-gate waiting to let me in 
the neareft way ; who telling me, that my Lord had 
called twice to know if T were come, I aiked where his 
Lordfhip was ? He anfwered. In his great gallery (a 
place where I knew his Lp. fcarce came once in a year). 
And thither I going, the door was lockt : but upon my 
lifting the latch, my Lord of S. David's opened the 
door, and letting me in, lock'd it again. 

** There I found but thofe three Lords, who caufing 
me to fit down by them, my Lord of Durham began to 
me: *Do6lor, your Lord here will have itfo, I that am 
the unfitteft perfon, muft be the fpeaker. But thus it 
is. After you left us yefterday at Whitehall, we enter- 
ing into further difcourfes of thofe thmgs, which we 
forefee and conceive will ere long come to pafs, refolved- 
again to fpeak to you before you went hence. 

** * We muft know of you, what your thoughts are 
concerning your mafter the Prince. You have now 
been his fervant above two years, and you were with 
him in Spain. We know he refpedb you well ; and 
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we know you arc no fool, but can obferve how things 
are like to go/ ' What things, my Lord ?* (quoth I.) 

* In brief,' faid he, ' how the Prince's heart ftands to 
the Church of England, that when God brings him to 
the crown, we may know what to hope for V 

" My reply was to this effeft, that, however I was the 
Aioft unfit of any to give my opinion herein, attending 
but two months in the year, and then at a great diftance, 
only in, the clofet and at meals ; yet, feeing they fo 
prefTed me, I would fpeak my mind freely. So I faid, 

* I know my mailer's learning is not equal to his father's, 
yet I know his judgment to be very right ; and as for 
his afiedlion in thefe particulars, which your Lordfhips 
have pointed at, for upholding the dodlrine and difci- 
pline, and the right efhite of the Church, I have more 
confidence of him than of his father in whom they fay 
(better than I can) is fo much inconfbmcy in fome par- 
ticular cafes.' 

*' Hereupon my Lords of Durham and S. David's 
began to argue it with me, and required me to let them 
know, upon what ground I came to think thus of the 
Prince. I gave them my reafbns at large ; and after 
many replyings, (above an hour together,) then my 
Lord of Winchefler (who had faid nothing all the 
while) befpake me thefe words— 

** * Well, Doftor, God fend you may be a good pro- 
phet concerning your mailer's inclinations in thefe par- 
ticulars, which we are glad to hear from you. I am 
fure I ihall be a true prophet : I ihall be in my grave, 
and fo ihall you, my Lord of Durham ; but my Lord 
of David's, and you, Dodor, will live to fee that day. 
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that your matter will be put to it, upon his head, and 
his crown, without he will forfake the fupport of the 
Church/ 

" Of thefe prediftions made by that holy father, I 
have now no witnefs but mine own confcience, and the 
Eternal God, Who knows I lie not ; nobody elfe being 
prefent when this was fpoken, but thefe three Lords."^

" As concerning the neceffity of preaching, fo effec- 
tually fet forth by the Scriptures, there is utterly a 
miftake in the ineaning of them. That preaching 
which the Scripture maketh abfolutely neceflary to fal- 
vation, is the publifhing of the Gofpel to thofe that 
know it not. The inftruftion of Chriftians in their 
duty is called ' teaching' in the Scripture.* I have made 
evidence of this difference. The Apoftles' commiffion 
is to ' teach' them, whom they have baptized, all that 
the Lord had commanded them. The kingdom of God 
is ' not in word, but in power.* But if we call the 
teaching of Chriftians ' preaching,' then it muff be fuch, 
for matter and for manner both, as may indeed convift 
Chriftians of the duty of Chriftians ; and that not in 
the opinion of him that preacheth, but according to the 
doftrine of the Church. Whofoever thinketh himfelt 
tied to preach that which the Church ties him not to 
preach, not tied to preach that which it tieth him to

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preach ; is in a fair way to edify the people to ruin, by 
improving an undue zeal to the dividing of the Church, 

** In the mean time, the Church preacheth without 
fermons, by the Pfalms, and the Scriptures, and by that 
order in which it provideth that they be read ; befides 
all thofe forms, in which it prefcribeth the offices of 
God's fervice to be performed. Which if they contain 
all that is neceflary generally and probably to the fal- 
vation of all Chriftians, fuppofing them duly catechized 
in thofe things which the falvation of all, and which 
their particular eftate, requires ; they, that never heard 
many fermons, may have heard more and better ' preach- 
ing/ than hundreds and thoufands of fermons, dangerous 
if not deftruftive to falvation (a thing which experience 
proves more than poffible), can furnifh them, who 
fhall do nothing but run from fermons to fermons. I 
grant it was a jufl complaint at the Reformation, that 
the people were not taught their duty. But I do. not 
grant, either that they cannot be taught their duty with- 
out two fermons every Lord's Day, or that they are 
like to be taught their duty by two fermons every 
Lord's Day. It is not poffible to have men for all 
churches, fit to preach twice a day to the edifying of 
the people. It will not be poffible to maintain their 
preaching fuch, as may be accompted an office of God*s 
fervice."^ 

*' I do not conceive it becomes me to fay what 
ought to be, as I conceive it behoves me to fay what 
ought not to be. This I will fay, — having proved,

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that the praiies of God and prayers (much more the 
euchariil) are principal, in comparifon of preaching, 
which is fubordinate, — that the afTemblies of God's 
people ought to be more frequent for them, than they 
can be for hearing of fermons, as I have fhowed by 
the premiiTes. S. Paul commands to * pray con- 
tinually ;' and David faith, < The praifes of God fhall 
be always in ' his ^ mouth :' not ezpreffing the ai^ 
femblies of God's people, but inferring that which I 
have faid of the daily fervice of God in public in my 
book of the AfTemblies of the Church, chap. viii. 
I maintain, there is no ground, no precept, no ex- 
ample, no pradUce of daily preaching, like this for 
jdaily prayers ; which if it be true, the confining of 
afTemblies to fermons is to God's difTervice. It will 
be faid, that S. Paul, z Tim. iv. 2, thus ezhorteth ; 
* Preach the word, be inilant in feafon, out of feafon, 
examine, rebuke, exhort, with all long-fuffering and 
meeknefs.' And it is as eafily anfwered, that here is 
nothing to the purpofe. Infhince in the preaching of 
the word refers to unbelievers. To induce them to 
be Chridians, though out of feafon, is always feafon** 
able. Long-fuffering and meeknefs in examining, re- 
buking, exhorting of Chriftians, privately, may be 
[unfeafonable] ; publicly, if not according to order, 
mufl needs be unfeafonable. Men feem to imagine, 
that there were pulpits and churches and audiences 
ready to hear the apoflles preach, before men were 
Chriflians. When they were, they fhall find, that 
means of meeting was provided by Chriflian people, 
according to their duty ; the order, appointed by theqi 
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and their fuccefTors ; that they fat upon their chairs in 
teaching, challenging the authority by which they 
taught ; the people, fometimes {landing, fometimes al- 
lowed to fit down. None but deacons preached ftand- 
ing, when the order and difcipline of the primitive 
Church was in force. To deal with thofe that were 
not Chriflians, S. Paul muft go out into the piazza or 
to the exchange, to Gentiles ; to do that which they 
did in the fynagogue or in the temple, to the Jews, 
A6b zvii. 17; ii. 46. In preaching to Jews, it was 
their advantage to obferve the orders of the fynagogue. 
And yet he, that fhall perule that which I have faid 
in the book aforenamed, fhall never fay, that thofe 
affemblies were principally for preaching, which the 
apoftles made ufe of to preach to the fynagogue. When 
they had ordered the affemblies of churches, what have 
you in their writings to recommend frequent preaching, 
but S. Paul's order in the ufe of thofe miraculous 
graces given the Corinthians, i Cor. ziv. : unlefs it 
be drawn into confequence, that S. Paul preached till 
midnight, A6ls xx. 7 ; as if the adl of an apoflle, being 
to depart, were a precedent to the order of the Church. 
But I have fhowed you in the forefaid book, chap, x., 
that the eucharifl hath a fhare in the ufe of the faid 
graces and the work of the faid ailemblies, as alfo 
hymns of God's praifes. And in i Cor. xi. you read 
very much of the eucharift, as alfb of praying and 
prophefying, that is, praifing God by pfalms (as I have 
faid there, chap, v.) ; without any mention of preach- 
ing. If ** the dodlrine of the apofWes " be joined with 
'* breaking of bread and prayer," Adls ii. 42 ; if " the 
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elders that labour in the word and doflrine " be pre- 
ferred by S. Paul, i Tim. v. 17 : you have a folemn 
inftru6lion concerning prayers and the eucharift, i Tim. 
ii. I, 2, as alfo exhortations to frequent it, Heb. 
ziii. 15; without any mention of preaching. In fine, 
there is nothing in the Scripture to queition the ground 
which I fettled afore. 

'* As for the praftice of the Church, I will go no 
further than Gennadius, De Dogmatibus Ecclef., cap. 
liii. ; neither commending nor blaming thofe that com- 
municate every day ; though it were eafy to fhow, how 
the reft of the Others agree or difagree therewith. For 
that fuppofeth the daily celebration of the eucharift ; 
whereas who ever heard of daily preaching all over 
the ancient Church ? For that the order thereof was 
to aifemble for the praiies of God and prayer, and for 
inftrudlion by reading the Scripture, more frequently 
than the boldeft pulpit man could preach; neither 
is it queftionable for matter of fadl, nor for the confe- 
quence, in obliging them, that would reform and not 
deftroy, to follow the example, fuppofing the premifles. 

** In a point fo unlimited, wherein a private man's 
opinion is not to be law, I find no better ground for 
reafonable terms than that, which the prafUce of the 
Catholic Church, reported by Gennadius, intimates. 
For it is , not to be gathered from Gennadius, that 
there was means to receive the eucharift every day 
every where 5 becaufe neither can it be imagined, that 
there was ever any time, fi nee the empire turned 
Chriftian, when there was means for all Chriftians to 
be prefent at it, much lefs to communicate. On the 
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other fidt« the relation of Gennadius fuppofing, that 
the celebration of the eucharift was maintained^ when 
preaching neither was nor could be maintained : it 
followeth^ that by the cuftom of the Catholic Church 
Lord's days and feftivals (the celebration whereof all 
Chriftians were always concerned in) are to be kept 
by celebrating the eucharift, when they cannot be kept 
by preaching and hearing fermons ; and that there can 
be no better order that God may be ferved by all forts 
of Chriftians, than (where there is provifion, and 
where the cuftom is) that all Chriftians may communi- 
cate on Lord's days and feftivals; and when, for 
reafons left to themfelves, they do not communicate, 
they may with their fpirits as well as their bodies affill 
the celebration of it: remitting the cuftom which 
Gennadius his refolution fuppofes (the celebrating the 
eucharift every day), to the greater churches of the 
more populous cities and places. 

** But whereas the apoftolical form of Divine iervice 
makes the fermon a part of it, and at Corinth S. Paul 
orders many of thoie fpiritual graces to concur to that 
work (which at aflemblies on extraordinary occafions 
was fometimes pradtifed by the primitive Churches, as 
I have fliowed there) : it were too great wrong to 
common fenfe, to extend this to all aifemblies of Chrif- 
tians in villages ; and not confiftent, either with the 
neceifities of the world, or the intereft of Chriftianity, 
in frequenting thofe offices moft, which are principal 
in God's fervice. Laying down then that tyranny, 
which conftrains all, that have cure of fouls, to fpeak 
by the glafs every Lord's day twice, which ihuts all 
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the fcrvice of God out of doors, faving a prayer to 
ufher it in and out ; the intereft of Chriftianity will 
require, that at and with the celebration of the eucha* 
rift all Chriftians be taught the common duties of 
Chriftians by them who are to anfwer for their fouls : 
not to pleafe the ear with iharpnefs in reafoning or 
eloquence in language; but to convince all forts^ what 
converfation the attaining of God's kingdom requires 
of them, who believe, that He made the world, 
that He fent our Lord Christ to redeem it, that by 
His Spirit He brings all to confefs and ihow them* 
felves Chriftians, and, in fine, that by our Lord 
Christ He fhall adjudge thofe that do fo to everlafting 
life, and thofe that do otherwife to everlafting death. 

" For the reft, it is not my purpofe to undervalue 
the labours of S. Chryfoftom, S. Auguftin, Origen, 
S. Gregory, or whofoever they are, ancient or modern, 
that have laboured the inftruftion of their people, even 
by expounding them the Scriptures out of the pulpit ; 
fuppoftng they expound them within the rule of our 
common faith. But upon the account in hand only 
I fay, that, if they withdraw Chriftian people from 
ferving God by thofe offices, which the order of 
the Church makes requifite according to the pre- 
mifles (which I am fure enough none of the ancients 
ever did), their labours are not for the common edifi- 
cation of the Church, but for maintaining of parties 
in the Church. The celebration of Lord's days and 
feftivals, and times of fafting, neceflarily fumiihes op- 
portunity, both for all curates, to fumifh their people 
with that inftrudion which they owe them as anfwer- 
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able for their fouls^ and for thofe whom God hath 
furnifhed with more than ordinary graces of knowledge 
or utterance, to advance our common Chriftianity by 
advancing the knowledge of Chriftians in the Scrip- 
tures. But the office of a paftor neceflarily requireth 
an exadl underllanding of the nature of human adlions 
in matters of ChrifUanity, whether concerning believ- 
ing or working, not to be attained without the ftudy 
as well as the experience of a man's whole life. And, 
therefore, to oblige them, who are to provide necefTary 
food for the fouls of their flock, to be always gathering 
the flowers of the Scriptures, to make them npfegays of, 
will be to ftarve them for the want of that knowledge, 
which the common falvation of all neceflarily requires, 
that the more curious may have entertainment of 
quelques chofes. And therefore, for the reft, Chriftian 
people are to think themfelves obliged to come to 
church, to ferve God by prayer and the praifes of 
God, to learn inftru6Uon out of the Scriptures by hear- 
ing and meditating upon the leflbns of them, on far 
many more hours and days and occaflons, than there 
can be for preaching of fermons."^ 

C. 

There are a vaft number of endowments for Daily 
Prayer throughout the country, the profits of which are 
enjoyed, but the conditions negledted. This contrails 
unfavourably with the obfervance of the endowments for

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{ermons. It might be well, perhaps, for an aflbciation of 
the laity to enforce the performance of the duties pro- 
vided for, or to get the payments withheld. ProbaUjr 
this could be done through the medium of the Charity 
CommijQioners. At any rate there muft be a remedy. 

Should any perfbns of this generation deiire to make 
endowments for daily prayer, or the like fervices, they 
had much better do fo through a fociety than through 
a few local truftees, who will foon be fucceeded by 
others, and thofe perhaps men who will be indificrent 
to the Truft and their duties. A fociety might either 
fee the work done or withhold the grant. Indeed it 
would be its intereft to refuie payment, and it would be 
proportionally vi^ant. Probably fome ezifting ma- 
chinery, like the Tithe Redemption Truft, might be 
made available for thefe purpofes. 

Large fubfcribers to the Additional Curates' Society, 
might if they chofe confine their donations to parifhes 
in which the Services of the Church are fully performed ; 
and perhaps no more iimple, unobjedtionable, and ef- 
fedUve method could be devifed at this time for in- 
creaiing the means of worihip to our people, and for 
(Simulating the Clergy to a difcharge of their duty.

The caufe of Sifterhoods is completely won ; and the 
only difficulty left regarding them is their regulation. 
This is indeed a ferious difficulty, and fince it ariies 
horn the diforganization of the Church, is incapable at 
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prefent of fatisfaftory fettlement. There is ho penna- 
nt recognition of them, and therefore no permanent 
influence or authority over them : and their nfefubcfi 
at prelent depends — fo far as man is concerned — on 
their own prudence and order. 

Now what is it that has won the day for Siflerhoods? 
Utility. In thefe days nothing elfe addreflcs itfelf to 
the country at large. This is a fad fadl, but a fa£i 
none the lefs. Any fcheme which has Amply the glory 
of God for its objeft, or promifes only indireft benefits 
to man, commands no fympathy. Severe and devoted 
life derives no value, in the eyes of our countrymen, 
from its fanftifying thofc who lead it. Neither would 
England care to have a thoufand holy interceflbrs pray- 
ing in mountains and defer ts for her millions of prayerlefs 
ones. It mull be fomething of which the immediate 
effeft on the well-being of men can be feen, felt, and 
handled, if it is to be encouraged, nay, tolerated. 
Future ages will judge us for this temper, as former 
ages now condemn us by their example : but fo it is. 

By utility, therefore, the caufe of brotherhoods or 
orders of men is to be fought, arid may and will be at- 
tained in God's good time. As it has been with fifler- 
hoods, fo it mufl and will be with brotherhoods. 

We want an order of preachers who can be icnt, 
when required, to give temporary or permanent aid to 
Clergy in charge of mining and other denfely-peopled 
diflridls, men who can live hardly and rough it, and who 
are matters of extempore preaching, and catechizing. 

Some fay that it is a great miftake to locate Theo- 
logical Colleges in quiet Cathedral towns, and that 
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they ought to be fituated amongft the mailes of Bir- 
mingham, or of the Potteries. But the great miffiop: 
aries to whom England and Europe owes its Chri(t 
tianity were trained in fevere quiet; and from coih 
templation went forth to adtion, fpirituai giants, of 
whom our world is not worthy. 

As a rule, no preaching or teaching is fafe i^hich does 
not proceed from a well ftored mind and a well ^ch 
plined heart ; from a Catholic theologian and a Catholic 
Chriitian. It is in this as it is with arms. If a man is 
mailer of them, he can cut, thruft, parry, ftrike, without 
hurting himfelf, and with death to his foes. He ftands 
calm and firm, and avails himfelf of each opportunity, noC 
expofing his perfbn. Not fo the novice. His blows 
are as dangerous to himfelf as to his enemy, and his moft 
vigorous onflaught lays him bare, and becomes his 
mofl perilous movement. So, fiery preaching, brilliut 
illuftration, graphic defcription, bold dogma, do but 
expofe the undifciplined ufers of them to the objedions 
of the fceptic, and to the grave difapproval of the fcholar 
and the divine ; foes feoff, and friends figh. And well 
is it if no heretical thorn is concealed in fuch flowers. 

A life of difcipline and hard fludy can alone create 
an order of preachers, even to the poor. S. Thomas 
Aquinas, it is faid, was one of the greatefl. 

After this courfe a period of refidence in towns witb 
the brethren already engaged, and of learning frooi 
obfervation would be necefTary ; but there fhould be a 
retired training-place for learning, and afterwards fqr 
reiloring and repairing the wear of mind and of fpirit 
caufed by continual teaching. 
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The primitive Biftiops had places of retirement 
near their cities, that they might feparate themfelves 
from the world, left teaching others they fliould forget 
themfelves; left they fhould lofe the fpirit of piety 
themfelves, while they were endeavouring to fix it in 
others."! 

" Come ye yourfelves apart into a defert place, and 
reft awhile."2 

Such places were Fulda for Germany, and lona for 
Scotland. 

Men fhould ftudy the hiftory of fuch places as thefe, 
before they affert that a life of retirement and difcipline 
makes them unpradUcal, and imparts no true knowledge 
of the human heart. The firft ftep to the knowledge 
of others is the knowledge of felf: and how many go 
forth with zeal and ability, and abundance of promife, 
but to fall and fail, and that grievoufly, by vanity, or 
impatience, or worldly temptations ; from neglecting 
their elementary ftudy, that alphabet and primer of 
human nature, which every man's own heart may and 
ought to be to him. 

Probably however this retirement and training will in 
the hiftory of this order be fubfequent to its formation. 
When God pleafes to give us this much needed benefit, 
one or more men whofe hearts are touched, having 
felt his or their way will train others, and a band will 
be formed, and this for its own increafe and protedtion 
vrill eventually adopt difcipline and retirement both in 
preparation at firft, and for periodical reftoration and 
refrefhment, until noj more learning nor refling is re-

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qaired by labourers called away from the toil and 
of the day. 

This mighty engine of good cannot be obtainec 
money, nor probably by building or other provifioi 
thoie men who ihould form it. We want the i 
firft ; and the reft will eafily follow. There will 
oppoiition^ and fcandals, indifcretions, and difappo 
ment^ as there was with the fifterhoods ; but the 
lance of good will be fo decided that the public ' 
relax its wrath by degrees, and thenpraiie; and at 
will even imagine that the brethren are of one n 
with itfelf, and are a6tuated by the very fame princi 
Perhaps the fhorteft way to this end, and the fafel 
prayer.
